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CONSTITUTION 


1.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  three  male 
representatives  from  each  white  Association  in  the  State  and  one 
annual  male  representative  appointed  by  the  churches  for  every  ten 
dollars  contributed  to  its  funds,  and  of  such  male  life  members  as 
have  been  made  so  by  the  payment  of  thirty  dollars  at  any  one  time 
to  the  Treasurer  for  the  objects  of  the  Convention.  No  church  shall 
have  more  than  ten  representatives.  No  one  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Convention  who  is  not  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  Baptist 
church  in  fellowship  with  us,  and  no  other  life  member  shall  be 
made. 

2.  The  primary  objects  of  the  Convention  shall  be  to  support  Chris- 
tian education  in  the  institutions  fostered  by  the  Convention;  to 
educate  young  men  called  of  God  to  the  ministry  and  approved  by 
the  churches  to  which  they  belong;  to  encourage  education  among 
all  the  people  of  the  State;  to  support  the  gospel  in  all  the  destitute 
sections  of  the  State  and  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention;  to 
send  the  gospel  to  the  nations  who  have  it  not;  to  encourage  the 
distribution  and  study  of  the  Bible  and  a  sound  religious  literature ; 
to  assist  Baptist  churches  in  the  erection  of  suitable  houses  of  wor- 
ship; to  promote  all  agencies  of  social  betterment;  to  encourage  the 
proper  care  of  indigent  orphan  children  and  destitute  and  aged  min- 
isters of  the  gospel,  and  to  cooperate  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention in  all  its  departments  of  labor. 

3.  This  Convention  shall  meet  annually,  on.  Tuesday  after  the  first 
Sunday  in  December. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary  and  an  Assistant,  a  Corresponding 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  and  five  Trustees.  The  Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents,  and  Recording  Secretaries  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Convention,  after  a  nomination,  in  open  meeting;  other  officers 
are  to  be  elected,  after  nomination  by  a  committee  appointed  for 
that  purpose.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  boards  of  the 
Convention  are  to  be  elected  as  the  Convention  may  determine. 

5.  The  President  shall  preside  and  enforce  order  in  accordance 
with  Dr.  Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.  One  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  President. 

6.  The  Recording  Secretary  and  his  assistant  shall  record  the  pro- 
ceedings, collect  and  preserve  statistics  of  the  denomination,  and 
publish  and  distribute  the  Minutes. 

7.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  represented  in  the  Con- 
vention; make  public  acknowledgment  of  the  same  each  week 
through  the  Biblical  Recorder;  give  his  bond  to  the  Trustees;  for- 
ward, at  least  once  a  month,  all  contributions  to  their  destination; 
at  every  meeting  of  the  Convention  make  a  full  report  of  his  receipts 
and  disbursements,  and,  on  retiring  from  his  office,  turn  over  to  his 
successor  all  moneys,  papers,  and  books  belonging  thereto. 
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8.  The  Trustees  shall  secure  and  hold  the  title  to  any  and  all  prop- 
erty belonging  to,  or  which  may  be  acquired  by,  the  Convention  and 
take  a  sufficient  bond  of  the  Treasurer.  The  terms,  conditions,  and 
amount  of  the  bond  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Trustees;  and  in  case  the 
Treasurer  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  give  his  bond  within  thirty  days 
after  his  election,  the  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  Treasurer. 
They  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention. 

9.  The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion, examine  carefully  all  the  receipts,  disbursements,  vouchers, 
papers,  and  books  of  the  Treasurer,  and  his  certificate  to  the  facts 
in  the  case  shall  be  attached  to  the  Treasurer's  report. 

10.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  solicit  contributions  to  the 
objects  of  the  Convention,  assist  the  Board  of  Missions  in  the  em- 
ployment and  payment  of  missionaries,  and  labor  to  promote  the 
cultivation  and  development  of  Christian  benevolence. 

11.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  foster  and  promote  all  the  edu- 
cational interests  of  the  Convention. 

12.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  encourage  the  churches  to  give 
liberally  to  all  objects  of  the  Convention;  so  far  as  the  means  at  its 
disposal  will  allow,  supply  all  destitute  portions  of  the  State  with 
faithful  and  efficient  ministers  of  the  gospel;  give  pecuniary  aid,  as 
far  as  can  be  secured,  for  building  houses  of  worship  at  proper  points 
in  the  State,  and  in  cases  where  pecuniary  aid  cannot  be  given,  com- 
mend them  to  the  beneficence  of  the  churches;  encourage  the  distri- 
bution and  study  of  the  Bible  and  a  sound  religious  literature  in  the 
homes,  in  the  churches,  and  in  the  Sunday  Schools;  encourage  Sun- 
day School  conventions  and  institutes;  continue  and,  so  far  as  it  may 
be  able  and  the  growth  of  this  work  may  require,  enlarge  the  Baptist 
Book  Store,  and  cooperate  with  the  missionary  and  Sunday  School 
work  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The  board  shall  appoint 
of  their  number  a  committee  of  seven,  to  whom  shall  be  committed 
the  Sunday  School  work,  and  the  nomination  for  approval  by  the 
board  of  a  Sunday  School  secretary  or  secretaries  to  prosecute  the 
work  within  the  bounds  of  the  Convention.  The  board  shall  also 
appoint  three  of  their  number  who  shall  be  the  managers  of  the 
Baptist  Book  Store,  and  as  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time 
report  its  condition  to  the  board. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  appointed  annually,  and  report  to  each  ses- 
sion of  the  Convention. 

14.  The  Convention  year  shall  close  on  Tuesday  night  after  the 
third  Sunday  in  November. 

15.  The  boards  of  the  Convention  shall  fix  the  compensation  of 
their  respective  officers  and  that  of  the  Treasurer  and  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

16.  This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  on  any  day  but 
the  last  of  any  annual  session  of  the  Convention  by  two-thirds  of 
those  present  when  the  vote  is  taken  voting  in  the  affirmative.

PROCEEDINGS 

OF   THE 

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION 


EIGHTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  SESSION 


Charlotte,  N".  C,  December  7,  1915. 

The  eighty-fifth  annual  session  of  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Stat©  Convention  met  in  the  auditorium  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  this  city  at  7  :30  o'clock  tonight. 

"How  Firm  a  Foundation"  was  sung,  and  J.  C.  Turner 
read  Gal.  3  :l-29,  and  led  in  prayer. 

After  singing  "My  Faith  Looks  Up  to  Thee,"  Pastor 
W.  M.  Vines  presented  Thos.  W.  O'Kelley,  who  preached 
the  Convention  sermon,  his  text  being,  "Know  ye,  therefore, 
that  they  which  are  of  faith,  the  same  are  the  children  of 
Abraham."     Gal.  3.7.     Baylus  Cade  offered  prayer. 

President  C.  H.  Durham  called  the  Convention  to  order. 
On  motion  of  Baylus  Cade,  the  Convention  proceeded  with 
the  organization.  The  chair  appointed  the  following  Com- 
mittee on  Enrollment:  C.  W.  Blanchard,  J.  D.  ITarte,  R.  T. 
Allen,  R.  D.  Cross,  J.  V.  Devenny,  A.  A.  Butler,  W.  F. 
Staley,  and  J.  W.  Suttle. 

Pending  the  report  of  the  committee,  W.  M.  Vines,  pastor 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  presented  L.  R.  Pruett,  pastor 
of  the  Ninth  Avenue  Baptist  Church,  who  delivered  the  ad- 
dress of  welcome.  A.  E.  Brown,  of  Asheville,  responded  to 
the  address. 

The  Committee  on  Enrollment  reported  426  messengers 
present. 

C.  H.  Durham  stated  that  he  would  not  stand  for  reelection 
as  President  of  the  Convention.  Whereupon  G.  T.  Lumpkin 
nominated  John  A.  Oates,  of  Fayetteville,  for  President, 
his  nomination  being  seconded  by  J.   S.   Snyder.      Baylus 
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Cade  nominated  E.  F.  Aydlett,  of  Elizabeth  City,  seconded 
by  E.  W.  Timberlake. 

The  chair  appointed  the  following  tellers:  G.  A.  Martin, 
W.  E.  Davis,  J.  H.  Poteet,  T.  B.  Justice,  D.  P.  Bridges, 
A.  H.  Porter,  C.  J.  D.  Parker,  and  W.  E.  Davis. 

On  motion  of  Baylus  Cade,  W.  M.  Vines  cast  the  vote  of 
the  Convention  for  Charles  E.  Brewer  and  Walter  M.  Gil- 
more  as  Eecording  Secretaries. 

On  motion  of  J.  D.  Boushall  the  following  committee  was 
appointed  to  nominate  the  other  officers  of  the  Convention,  ex- 
cept the  Corresponding  Secretary:  C.  L.  Dowell,  G.  T. 
Lumpkin,  and  C.  S.  Cashwell. 

A  motion  was  passed  that  the  one  receiving  the  second 
highest  vote  for  President  should  be  the  First  Vice-President. 

The  tellers  reported  that  John  A.  Oates  received  364  votes, 

E.  F.  Aydlett  114,  and  Livingston  Johnson  1. 

By  a  unanimous  vote  John  A.  Oates  was  declared  Presi- 
dent of  the  Convention. 

W.  E.  Cullom  and  D.  P.  Bridges  were  appointed  to  con- 
duct the  President-elect  to  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  F.  P.  Hobgood  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  was 
extended  to  C.  H.  Durham  for  the  manner  in  which  he  has 
performed  his  duties  as  President  of  the  Convention  for  the 
past  four  years.

Thee"  were  sung,  and  prayers  were  offered  by  J.  T.  Riddick 
and  C.  H.  Xash. 

President  John  A.  Oates  called  the  Convention  to  order, 
after  which  the  minutes  of  last  night  were  read  and  approved.

Livingston  Johnson  presented  the  report  of  Board  of  Mis- 
sion? and  Sunday  Schools,  and  called  attention  to  special  fea- 
tures and  recommendations  of  the  report. 

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS  AND  SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

It  is  with  profound  gratitude  to  God  that  we  present  this,  our 
annual  report,  to  the  Convention.  The  guiding  hand  of  God  has 
been  plainly  seen  in  all  our  work  this  year,  and  to  Him  we  lift  our 
hearts  in  grateful  praise.  The  Board  has  been  beset  by  an  unusual 
number  of  difficulties,  but  through  them  all  the  Lord  has  led  us  to 
a  glorious  victory,  and  it  is  our  great  pleasure  to  submit  the  best 
report  that  was  ever  presented  to  the  Convention. 
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In  this  hour  of  joy  and  triumph  our  hearts  are  saddened  by  the 
reflection  that  one  who  for  many  years  was  one  of  the  most  useful 
members  of  the  Board  is  not  here  to  share  in  our  rejoicing.  Just 
a  few  days  after  the  Convention  adjourned  last  year,  Brother  Noah 
Biggs  passed  to  the  Home  on  High.  Brother  Biggs  was  closely  iden- 
tified with,  and  deeply  interested  in,  all  our  denominational  work; 
but  the  Baptist  Orphanage  at  Thomasville,  and  State  Missions, 
especially  in  the  East,  were  the  departments  of  the  work  in  which 
he  was  peculiarly  interested,  and  to  which  he  gave  his  best  service. 
From  its  foundation  he  was  a  trustee  of  the  Orphanage,  and  for  more 
than  thirty  years  was  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  his 
association.  The  Roanoke  Association,  which,  a  few  years  ago, 
was  a  group  of  little  mission  churches,  is  now  one  of  the  leading 
associations  in  the  State.  We  believe  that  every  member  of  the 
association  would  say  that  Brother  Biggs  had  more  to  do  with  the 
marvelous  progress  of  the  Roanoke  than  any  other  man.  "Being 
dead,  he  yet  speaketh,"  for  among  his  other  large  bequests,  he  left 
a  sum,  the  interest  of  which,  when  it  becomes  available,  will  be 
used  to  foster  mission  work,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Roanoke 
Association. 

STATE  MISSIONS. 

Last  year,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  the  reports  from  the  mission 
fields  were  the  best  ever  submitted.  This  year  the  results  are 
greater  than  those  of  last  year.  A  comparison  of  this  year's  figures 
with  those  of  last  shows  an  increase  in  the  following  important 
items.  There  were  over  a  thousand  more  baptisms,  and  five  hun- 
dred more  added  by  letter  this  year  than  last. 

While  the  total  amount  of  money  raised  on  the  mission  fields 
does  not  quite  come  up  to  last  year's  figures,  the  slight  falling  off 
is  in  money  spent  in  church  building.  Last  year  forty-six  churches 
were  being  built,  this  year  thirty-four;  last  year  twenty-four  were 
reported  as  finished,  this  year  nineteen.  We  all  know  that  any 
church,  when  building  a  house  of  worship,  makes  extra  effort,  and 
mission  churches  are  not  exceptions  to  this  rule.  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  the  contributions  to  the  objects  of  the  Convention  have 
increased  nearly  two  thousand  dollars,  while  nearly  a  thousand 
dollars  more  was  given  this  year  than  last  to  support  of  pastors.

ASSOCIATIONAL   EXECI'TIYE    COMMITTEES. 

Associational  Executive  Committees  occupy  a  most  important 
position.  It  is  impossible  for  the  full  board,  or  the  Corresponding 
Secretary,  to  have  accurate  knowledge  in  regard  to  every  mission 
point;  but  it  is  possible  for  the  Executive  Committee  of  an  associa- 
tion to  have  such  knowledge  and,  indeed,  they  are  not  faithful  to  the 
sacred  trust  committed  to  them  unless  they  acquaint  themselves 
with  conditions  in  regard  to  every  place  that  asks  for  aid.  It  may 
not  be  possible  for  all  the  members  of  an  Executive  Committee,  the 
first  year,  to  have  first-hand  knowledge  of  every  mission  point  within 
the  bounds  of  the  association,  but  by  going  in  pairs,  they  can  soon 
visit  all  the  mission  stations.  If  possible,  they  should  make  quar- 
terly visits,  and,  by  rotating  in  their  visitation,  all  the  members  of 
the  committee  can  soon  become  familiar  with  all  the  mission  fields 
in  the  association. 

As  rapidly  as  possible,  the  points  now  receiving  aid  should  come 
off  the  Board,  in  order  that  the  aid  they  are  receiving  may  be  given 
to  some  needy  and  important  point,  of  which  there  are  many  in  the 
State.  Upon  the  Associational  Executive  Committees,  as  upon  no 
other  set  of  men,  rests  the  solemn  responsibility  of  seeing  that  the 
Lord's  money  is  not  wasted,  by  giving  it  to  fields  that  could  support 
themselves,  or  which  have  no  prospect  of  ever  becoming  self-sus- 
taining. 

We  believe  that  it  is  the  duty  of  Executive  Committees  to  insist 
upon  the  proper  grouping  of  churches,  and  to  make  such  grouping 
a  condition  of  receiving  aid,  unless  there  is  some  extraordinary  rea- 
son why  a  church  will  not  go  into  a  suggested«group. 
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ORGANIZING  NEW  CHURCHES. 

There  are,  undoubtedly,  too  many  feeble  churches  in  some  sections 
of  the  State.  It  is  impossible  for  these  churches,  even  with  the 
most  liberal  aid  the  Board  can  extend,  to  secure  the  services  of 
strong  men.  Fewer  churches,  even  if  they  are  farther  apart,  being 
stronger,  could  offer  better  support  to  a  pastor,  and  could,  therefore, 
secure  more  capable  men.  In  some  of  our  mission  territory  condi- 
tions would  be  far  better  if  there  were  half  the  number  of  churchs, 
provided  the  present  membership  would  agree  to  such  consolidation. 
In  planting  new  churches,  whether  in  town  or  country,  great  care 
should  be  taken  in  the  selection  of  locations.  Many  a  mission 
church  has  dragged  along  for  years  because  it  was  unfortunately 
located. 

CHURCH    BUILDING   FUND. 

Eight  years  ago  the  first  money  appropriated  by  the  Board  to 
church  building  was  given  by  the  Sunbeams  to  the  church  at  Ashe- 
boro.  Five  hundred  dollars  was  the  amount  appropriated.  Seven 
years  ago  the  Sunbeams  contributed  five  hundred  dollars  toward  pur- 
chasing a  house  of  worship  at  China  Grove,  and  the  Young  Woman's 
Auxiliary  raised  five  hundred  for  a  church  building  in  Hyde  County. 

In  1909  the  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Union,  at  the 
request  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  agreed  to  allow  $5,000  (the  amount 
they  were  then  raising  for  State  Missions)  to  go  to  a  church  build- 
ing fund.  With  this  fund  we  have  aided  in  building  sixty  church 
houses,  whose  aggregate  value  is  $245,000.  For  every  dollar  given 
by  the  Board,  the  churches  have  given  seven  dollars  toward  the 
erection  of  these  buildings.  Many  a  struggling  church  has  taken 
heart  and  hope  by  having  a  little  aid  given  them  out  of  this  fund 
toward  the  erection  of  a  house  of  worship.  We  doubt  if  any  money 
expended  by  the  Board  within  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  has 
brought  such  rich  returns  as  the  appropriations  made  to  building  of 
houses  of  worship  on  mission  fields. 

WAKE  FOREST   CHURCH. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  which  was  held  in  Goldsboro  in 
1912,  a  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted,  pledging  the  Convention 
to  undertake  to  raise,  from  the  churches,  $25,000  toward  the  erection 
of  a  house  of  worship  at  Wake  Forest  College.  A  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  represent  the  Convention,  with  instructions  that  they  pro- 
ceed, at  once,  with  the  building.  At  the  following  session,  which 
was  held  in  Shelby,  the  Convention  reaffirmed  its  interest  in  the 
church,  and  pledged,  anew,  its  support  to  the  undertaking.  Acting 
under  the  instructions  of  the  Convention,  the  committee  contracted 
obligations  in  the  name  of  the  Convention.  Some  of  these  obliga- 
tions were  long  overdue,  and  the  patience  of  the  creditors  had  be- 
come   threadbare.     These    creditors    informed    the    committee    that 
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unless  payment  was  made  by  a  certain  date,  they  would  bring  suit 
against  the  members  of  the  committee  who  had  signed  the  notes  in 
the  name  of  the  Convention. 

It  was  impossible  for  this  committee  to  borrow  the  money.  In 
this  emergency,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Board  of 
Missions  was  called  upon.  Two  banks  in  Raleigh  agreed  to  lend  the 
money,  provided  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  would 
execute  notes  and  sign  them  as  individuals.  As  there  seemed  no 
other  way  to  save  the  honor  of  the  denomination,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee complied  with  the  conditions  stipulated  by  the  banks,  be- 
lieving that  the  Convention,  regarding  this  as  an  emergency,  would 
ratify  the  action  of  the  committee,  and  order  that  the  notes  be  taken 
care  of  out  of  the  Building  Fund. 

In  taking  this  action  the  Executive  Committee  was  not  without 
precedent.  Years  ago  a  church  was  built  in  the  little  town  of  Farm- 
ville,  at  a  cost  of  $5,000.  The  Convention  did  not  authorize  the 
erection  of  that  church.  At  the  session  of  the  Convention  which 
was  held  in  Wadesboro  in  1909,  a  debt  of  $2,500  was  reported  on  the 
Farmville  Church,  and  the  Convention  was  asked  to  assume  it.  The 
Convention  instructed  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  pay  the  $2,500 
out  of  the  Building  Fund,  and  this  was  done.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee thought  they  were  justified  in  presuming  that,  if  the  Con- 
vention instructed  the  payment  of  a  debt  equal  to  half  the  cost  of  a 
building,  whose  erection  it  had  not  authorized,  it  could  not  consist- 
ently refuse  to  pay,  out  of  its  Building  Fund,  a  note  given  to  meet 
pressing  obligations  which  its  committee,  by  instruction  of  the  Con- 
vention, had  contracted. 

fixaxciai  . 

We  began  the  year  with  a  debt  of  $5,000  on  State  Missions.  The 
Convention  instructed  the  Board  to  lay  out  its  work  on  a  basis  of 
$55,000,  including  the  debt.  After  this  action  was  taken  by  the 
Convention,  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  no  provision  was 
made  for  church  building,  and  there  were  some  obligations  in  this 
department  that  would  have  to  be  met,  and  that  might  make  it 
necessary  to  go  a  little  beyond  the  amount  fixed  by  the  Convention. 
The  Corresponding  Secretary  suggested  that  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee be  instructed  to  manage  the  church  building  situation  according 
to  their  best  judgment,  and  with  as  small  expenditure  as  possible. 
By  unanimous  consent  that  suggestion  became  the  order  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

To  meet  the  imperative  needs  of  the  church  building  department, 
an  appropriation  of  $2,300  became  necessary.  This  made  our  total 
appropriation  $57,300. 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  total  receipts  for  State  Missions 
$55,524.39,  leaving  an  indebtedness  of  $1,875.  Since  the  books  closed 
$1,000,  which  we  had  been  expecting,  came  in,  which  cuts  down  our 
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indebtedness  to  $875.  Had  it  not  been  for  tbe  debt  brought  over 
from  last  year,  we  would  not  owe  a  dollar  today,  and  would  have 
$500  to  the  credit  of  State  Missions.  It  should  be  said,  also,  that 
we  have  on  hand  1,200  copies  of  the  little  book  "Christian  States- 
manship." These  should  be  sold  readily  at  25  cents  a  copy,  which 
would  make  $300  to  the  credit  of  State  Missions.  We  have  paid  for 
the  printing  of  these  books. 

There  is  a  falling  off  in  contributions  to  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. Last  year  we  reported  $34,982.06  to  Home  Missions,  while 
this  year  the  receipts  are  $29,820.36.  The  amount  reported  as  sent 
direct  last  year  was  $6,181,  while  this  year  only  $2,551.02  is  re- 
ported as  sent  direct.  There  is  evidently  some  mistake  here,  and 
we  think  it  is  in  last  year's  figures,  as  it  is  hardly  reasonable  that 
such  a  large  amount  was  sent  direct.  The  discrepancy  in  these  fig- 
ures would  almost  make  the  difference  between  this  year's  figures 
and  those  of  last  year's. 

The  receipts  for  Foreign  Missions  are  $46,454.78  this  year,  as 
against  $52,728,87  last  year,  a  difference  of  $6,300.  The  sum  of 
$18,900  was  given  to  the  Judson  Memorial  Fund  last  year.  While 
that,  of  course,  does  not  go  to  the  current  fund,  it  does  go  to  Foreign 
Missions,  and  makes  the  total  amount  we  have  given  to  that  object 
this  year  $65,354.78. 

The  falling  off  in  contributions  to  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  was 
in  the  spring,  when  we  were  feeling  the  financial  depression  most 
keenly.  From  January  1  to  May  6  this  year  the  receipts  were 
$5,027.42  less  for  Home  Missions  and  $9,824.33  for  Foreign  Missions 
than  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year,  before  the  beginning 
of  the  war. 

EXPENSES. 

As  there  seems  to  be  some  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  some 
in  regard  to  expenses,  though  every  item  of  expense  appears  in  the 
Treasurer's  report  each  year,  we  are  herewith  submitting  a  full  and 
complete  statement  of  expenses:

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In  calculating  the  expense  of  administration  the  salary  of  the 
Sunday-school  Secretary  and  the  expense  of  his  office  are  not  in- 
cluded, as  that  department  is  self-sustaining  and  not  a  cent  of  it 
comes  out  of  mission  funds. 

We  do  not  include  salaries  of  assistant  to  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, B.  Y.  P.  U.  Secretary,  or  Enlistment  Field  Worker  in  the  ex- 
pense of  administration,  as  theirs  is  missionary  and  not  administra- 
tive work.  The  following  items  constitute  expense  of  administra- 
tion : 

Salaries  of  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Treasurer, 
stenographer,  Recording  Secretaries,  and  Auditor,  traveling  expenses 
of  Corresponding  Secretary,  office  rent  and  supplies,  printing,  postage, 
and  interest  on  borrowed  money. 

The  total  amount  of  expense,  including  all  the  items  mentioned 
above,  is  $7,777.62.  As  our  books  closed  this  year  on  November  23d 
all  the  salaries  for  December  were  not  paid.  If  these  were  added  it 
would  make  the  expense  $8,350.  But  in  this  budget  of  expense  is 
counted  $648.51  paid  out  for  interest.  This  certainly  cannot  be  justly 
charged  to  expense  of  administration,  as  it  is  the  price  we  pay  for 
the  lack  of  system  on  the  part  of  the  churches  for  collecting  funds. 
If  that  amount  be  deducted  from  $8,350  it  leaves  $7,701.49,  which  is 
5.76  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  raised  for  missions.  The  expense  is 
distributed  to  the  three  mission  objects  as  follows: 

State  Missions $  3,934.08 

Foreign  Missions   2,072.80 

Home  Missions  1,770.74 

WORK  IN  THE  WEST. 

The  progress  in  the  West  must  necessarily  be  slow,  but  that 
progress  is  being  made  the  following  report  very  clearly  shows: 

Report  of  W.  R.  Bbadshaw. 

I  desire  the  privilege  of  expressing  in  my  last  annual  report  to 
you  as  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  my  deep  gratitude 
for  your  unfailing  kindness  to  me  as  your  assistant,  and  to  assure 
you  that  I  regret  very  deeply  that  our  present  relation  is  to  be  sev- 
ered. In  this  I  express  the  sentiment  of  every  Baptist  in  Western 
North  Carolina. 

The  work  to  be  done  in  the  West  is  not  as  difficult  to  perceive  to- 
day as  it  was  when  you  became  Secretary.  It  is  close  at  hand  and 
almost  in  full  view.  It  has  become  more  and  still  more  definite  and 
practical  under  your  direction.  It  is  simply  an  attempt  to  enlist  the 
full  strength  of  the  churches  in  the  larger  work  of  the  brotherhood. 
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To  accomplish   this,   many  things  have  been   done— the  holding  of 
meetings,  conducting  missionary  institutes— in  reach  of  almost  every 
church— and  a  visit  each  year  to  nearly  every  association,  where  the 
idea  of  giving  the  gospel  to  everybody,  from  the  neighbor  next  door 
to  the  neighbors  on  the  other  side  of  the  world,  was  emphasized  and 
made  prominent.    The  result  of  this  character  of  work  is  seen  in  the 
gratifying  fact  that  Western  North  Carolina  now  gives  three  dollars 
to  benevolence  where  they  gave  one  when  the  work  was  begun.   But 
as  valuable  as  has  been  the  work  in  the  past — and  it  must  be  con- 
tinued— another  line  of  work  has  been  inaugurated  that  promises 
more  for  the  development  of  the  western  churches  than  anything  yet 
undertaken.     I    refer   to  the   "Pastors'   Associational    Conferences." 
These  conferences  grew  out  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  many  of  the 
western  pastors  who  had  not  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  the  schools, 
but  were  anxious  to  make  themselves  as  efficient  as  possible,  to  come 
together  in  a  few  days  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  stimulating  in- 
vestigations  that   would  aid   them   in  studying  and   understanding 
more  clearly  their  problems  and  the  best  way  to  solve  them.     The 
best  leaders  for  our  churches  in  the  West  are  the  western  pastors 
themselves,  "and  the  best  help  that  can  come  to  them  is  the  mutual 
help  that  comes  through  a  frank  and  full  and  free  talking  over  of 
the  peculiar  difficulties  and  personal  problems  that  confront  them." 
These  conferences  have  been  organized  for  this  very  purpose,  and 
such  questions  as  the  desirability  of  grouping  churches  and  building 
parsonages,  the  right  organization  of  our  local  churches  for  the  effi- 
ciency of  their  members,  the  best  plans  and  methods  by  which  be- 
nevolence may  be  promoted,  missions,  Sunday-schools,  the  denomi- 
national paper,  consecration,  are  discussed.     The  thought  is  empha- 
sized again  and  again  that  the  key  to  unlock  the  door  into  a  better 
future  for  our  work  is  in  the  hands  of  the  pastors.     Pastors,  after 
attending  these  conferences,  discussing  their  problems,  praying  for 
each  other  and  lost  souls,  have  expressed  themselves  as  going  back 
to  their  churches  with  enlarged  visions  and  quickened  zeal  for  the 
Master's  work.    We  believe  that  these  conferences,  which  have  been 
organized  in  nearly  every  association,  are  bound  to  do  much  to  make 
our  western  churches  what  they  ought  to  be,  for  they  reach  the  very 
men  who  are  the  key  to  all  our  problems. 

PRESENT   NEEDS. 

The  needs  are  to  occupy  the  new  towns  springing  up  along  the 
newly  built  railroads,  to  locate  good  efficient  pastors  at  strategic 
points,  group  churches  into  fields  as  rapidly  as  practicable,  send  a 
missionary  to  the  Indians  in  Swain  County,  the  development  of  a 
deeper  piety,  a  more  thorough  consecration  and  a  more  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  grace  and  power  of  God  and  of  the  denominational 
work. 
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PROGRESS. 

We  are  sometimes  distressed  by  the  appearance  of  indifference, 
but  a  calm  view  of  the  fact  that  they  are  giving  three  dollars  to 
benevolence  where  they  gave  one  only  a  few  years  ago,  and  that 
they  are  becoming  more  informed  about,  more  interested  in,  more 
cooperative  with,  the  organized  work  of  the  denomination  assures 
any  one  that  our  western  churches  are  becoming  aware  of  their 
place  and  possibility  in  the  Kingdom. 

A   SIMMARY  OF  THE  TEAR'S   WORK. 

Eleven  meetings  were  held,  which  resulted  in  the  conversion  of 
203  persons  and  the  addition  of  135  members  to  the  churches  by  bap- 
tism. Forty  missionary  institutes  and  6  pastors'  conferences  were 
conducted,  where  a  full  and  free  discussion  of  the  peculiar  difficul- 
ties of  each  church  visited,  and  pastor  present,  was  encouraged. 
Eighteen  associations  were  visited.  As  a  rule,  the  attendance  has 
been  good.  The  reports  presented  from  the  churches  showed  prog- 
ress along  several  lines.  The  discussions  have  grown  more  intelli- 
gent and  effective.  Plans  for  larger  work  and  greater  giving  have 
been  made.  Five  church  houses  have  been  dedicated,  and  $2,000 
raised  for  Mountain  Park  School.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-six  ser- 
mons and  addresses  have  been  delivered,  many  tracts  distributed, 
hundreds  of  letters  written,  and  many  miles  traveled. 

Conditions  in  the  West  are  far  from  ideal,  but  for  the  progress 
already  made,  and  for  the  bright  outlook  before  us  we  think  God 
and  take  courage.  W.  R.  Bbadshaw. 

WORK  OF  ENLISTMENT. 

For  three  years  we  have  been  conducting  the  work  of  enlistment, 
in  cooperation  with  the  Home  Mission  Board.  Brother  C.  Almon 
Upchurch  has  been  Enlistment  Field  Worker.  Wherever  he  has 
labored,  brethren  are  enthusiastic  about  the  work.  That  much  needs 
to  be  done  in  the  way  of  enlisting  the  great  unreached  masses  of  our 
people  all  must  admit,  and  that  much  has  been  done  in  awaking  our 
people  to  the  importance  of  the  work  we  are  glad  to  believe. 

Brother  Upchurch,  who  has  wrought  faithfully  and  effectively  in 
this  department  for  three  years,  has  decided  to  return  to  the  pastor- 
ate, and  so  announced  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Recorder. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  engaged  in  the  work  of  enlistment, 
having  two  men  in  the  field,  one  of  whom  (Brother  C.  J.  Thompson) 
lives  in  our  State.  Brother  Thompson  has  given  considerable  time 
to  North  Carolina,  having  conducted  several  associational  campaigns 
in  which  the  "every  member  canvass"  was  arranged  for  in  most  of 
the  churches  in  the  associations  which  he  visited.  In  several  asso- 
ciations the  executive  committees  have  been  active  in  their  efforts 
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to  induce  the  churches  to  group  themselves  into  compact  fields.  The 
results  of  these  efforts  have  been  gratifying.  The  pastors  and 
churches  have  shown  a  remarkable  willingness  to  cooperate  with  the 
executive  committees  in  the  matter  of  forming  fields.  We  believe 
that  the  formation  of  fields  and  the  "every  member  canvass"  should 
be  discussed  at  all  our  associations  and  union  meetings. 

In  our  judgment,  it  would  be  well  for  us  to  suspend,  for  the  pres- 
ent at  least,  the  work  of  enlistment  as  we  have  been  doing  it,  and  in 
lieu  thereof  that  the  Board  of  Missions  be  authorized  to  arrange 
with  the  Home  Mission  Board,  if  possible,  for  a  cooperative  work, 
whereby  a  cooperative  missionary  can  be  put  in  Eastern  North  Caro- 
lina to  aid  our  missionaries  in  evangelistic  meetings  and  to  devote 
his  time,  when  not  engaged  in  such  meetings,  to  the  work  of  enlist- 
ment. 

This  suggestion  is  made  because  of  the  urgent  and  numerous 
appeals  that  come  from  our  mission  fields  in  the  East  for  strong 
men  to  aid  the  missionaries  in  their  meetings.  In  connection  with 
these  meetings  the  necessity  for  a  good  financial  system  can  be 
emphasized,  and  plans  for  an  "every  member"  canvass  put  on  foot. 

With  Brother  Thompson  giving  as  much  time  as  he  can  to  North 
Carolina,  with  the  associational  executive  committees  extending  and 
intensifying  the  work  of  combining  and  enlisting,  with  the  coopera- 
tive missionary  in  the  East  working  along  the  lines  we  have  indi- 
cated, and  with  Brother  Bradshaw  giving  his  life  to  the  work  of 
development  in  the  West,  there  should  be  no  loss  of  interest  and  no 
falling  off  in  results  in  the  important  department  of  enlistment. 

Following  is  a  report  of  his  work  for  the  year: 

Report  of  Enlistment  Field  Worker  for  the  Year  1915. 

With  wars,  depression,  unsold  cotton,  and  general  fears  as  to 
future  financial  conditions  on  every  hand,  this  has  not  been  a  good 
year  for  doing  definite  things  in  the  enlistment  field.  Churches  are 
slow  to  make  forward-looking  plans  and  to  undertake  things  that  in- 
volve larger  gifts  and  greater  sacrifices. 

Our  program  has  included  these  very  things.  In  many  places  we 
have  had  the  hearty,  enthusiastic  cooperation  of  the  people  until  the 
hour  came  for  planning  twice-a-month  services  for  a  once-a-month 
church.  Then  the  word  would  come,  "We  will  have  to  wait.  Our 
people  will  not  be  able  to  go  forward  until  we  can  sell  our  crops  and 
get  our  affairs  straightened  out." 

In  spite  of  these  drawbacks  this  has  been  in  many  respects  the 
best  of  our  three  years  in  this  work.  A  better  interest  is  seen  every- 
where. The  work,  though  not  as  fruitful  in  results  that  can  be  tabu- 
lated, will  tell  in  an  aroused  interest,  a  deepened  consciousness,  and, 
finally,  in  an  enlistment  program  worthy  of  North  Carolina  Baptists 
and  our  great  undeveloped  mass  of  men  and  women  who  are  begin- 
ning to  awake  to  the  possibilities  and  promises  that  are  ours. 


22  N.  C.  BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION 

Since  our  last  Convention  the  Field  Worker  has  traveled  6,555 
miles,  made  236  sermons  and  addresses,  secured  on  subscription  for 
pastors'  salaries,  $9,600;  on  missions,  $3,429;  distributed  4,300  tracts, 
helped  to  raise  $181.40  in  cash,  has  worked  with  53  churches,  helped 
in  4  associational  campaigns,  has  conducted  28  every  member  can- 
vasses and  has  started  21  other  churches  in  the  work  of  making 
their  own  canvass,  helped  in  3  revivals,  has  introduced  duplex  en- 
velopes in  27  churches  and  aided  in  getting  them  introduced  in  19 
other  churches,  and,  in  addition  to  the  things  that  can  be  tabulated, 
has  written  hundreds  of  letters  and  aided  in  various  ways  the 
churches  where  he  has  gone  to  get  on  a  better  financial  footing  and 
to  more  perfectly  work  out  the  problem  of  financing  the  local  church 
and  the  Kingdom  as  a  whole.

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

No  department  of  work  has  made  more  gratifying  progress  than 
our  Sunday-school  work.  The  report  of  the  Sunday-school  Commit- 
tee, which  is  herewith  submitted,  gives  in  detail  the  things  that  have 
been  accomplished. 

Report  of  Sunday-school  Committee. 

In  large  enterprises  definite  results  cannot  always  be  seen  unless 
we  occasionally  look  backward  and  make  comparisons.  For  some 
evidence  of  progress  we  make  a  few  comparisons  with  conditions 
ten  years  ago,  eight  years  of  which  our  present  Secretary  has  labored 
with  the  committee  and  brotherhood. 

In  1905  there  were  1,741  churches  and  1,290  Sunday-schools.  Now 
there  are  2,136  churches  and  2,120  Sunday-schools,  a  gain  of  395,  or 
23  per  cent,  of  the  former  and  830,  or  63  per  cent,  of  the  latter.  In 
1905  the  church  membership  aggregated  174,125  and  the  Sunday- 
school  enrollment  104,534.  In  the  ten  years  the  churches  have 
gained  93,953  members,  or  54  per  cent,  while  the  Sunday-schools 
have  gained  110,534,  or  106  per  cent.  Ten  years  ago  the  Sunday- 
schools  were  not  giving  more  than  $10,000  to  Convention  objects; 
now  they  are  giving  over  $40,000  annually  to  these  great  interests 
of  the  Kingdom. 

At  many  points  of  vital  interest  we  cannot  make  these  compari- 
sons, for  things  now  splendid  realities  were  then  only  dreams  of 
forward-looking  men  of  great  faith.  The  first  report  on  teacher 
training  we  find  was  March  1,  1911.  We  then  had  in  North  Carolina 
200  diplomas,  2  red  seals,  and  1  blue  seal.  We  now  have  3,197 
diplomas,  330  red  seals,  and  101  blue  seals.  Prior  to  1910  we  did  not 
have  an  A-l,  or  standard  school,  and  only  one  until  1914,  when  we 
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had  two,  this  year  eight,  with  a  fine  outlook  for  twenty-five  to  fifty 
next  year.  Sentiment  is  growing  everywhere  showing  a  desire  to 
reach  such  efficiency. 

Then,  too,  along  all  lines  our  people  are  planning  for  better  things, 
improved  buildings  and  equipment,  taking  a  religious  census  to 
reach  the  people,  grading  the  schools  to  improve  the  organization, 
organizing  home  departments  to  reach  the  shut-ins,  buying  workers' 
libraries  to  learn  the  best  methods,  and  planning  evangelistic  cam- 
paigns to  win  the  lost. 

PRESENT    CONDITIONS. 

General  conditions  seem  the  best  in  our  history.  Last  year  there 
were  2,052  schools,  with  2,120  this  year,  a  gain  of  68.  The  member- 
ship has  grown  from  201,259  to  214,972,  a  gain  of  13,785.  The  num- 
ber of  branch  schools  is  122.  During  the  year  we  have  organized 
over  sixty  new  schools.  There  are  many  very  weak  churches  in 
which  there  is  no  permanency  of  interest  in  the  work.  These  will 
have  schools  one  year  and  fail  the  next  year.  There  are  possibly 
fifty  or  sixty  churches  without  schools  and  without  excuse  for  such 
conditions.  In  694  churches  the  Sunday-school  membership  is  larger 
than  the  church  membership,  and  this  is  true  in  six  entire  associa- 
tions. 

FINANCES. 

We  have  received  a  smaller  amount  for  Sunday-school  missions 
than  last  year.  We  know  two  reasons  for  this:  one  is  the  cutting  off 
the  last  week  in  November  (from  which  we  received  $196.05  last 
year),  the  other  is  we  did  not  have  our  usual  September  rally  day 
with  collection  for  this  object.  This  was  done  in  deference  to  State 
Mission  Day  in  the  Sunday-schools  October  3d.  The  Sunday-schools 
on  that  day  gave  at  least  $4,000  for  this  great  cause.  The  amount 
received  for  the  year  was  $2,412.05.  The  Sunday-school  Board  gave 
$500  of  this.  The  expenses  for  the  year  were  $2,233.  This  includes 
only  eleven  months  salary  of  Secretary  and  stenographer  and  for 
rent.  The  balance  on  hand  would  be  less  than  last  year  if  these 
amounts  had  been  paid.  Only  549  churches  report  contributions  for 
this  object.    At  least  one  thousand  ought  to  be  enlisted. 

FIELD  WORK. 

The  Secretary  has  done  as  much  field  work  as  he  could.  He  used 
practically  all  week-ends  with  institutes  and  local  churches.  During 
week  days  associations,  Sunday-school  conventions  and  institutes 
were  attended.  Training  classes  were  formed,  and,  wherever  possi- 
ble, a  part  of  the  Normal  Manual  was  taught,  with  instructions  for 
completing  the  book. 

GENERAL  OFFICE  WORK. 

This  phase  of  the  work  is  growing  all  the  time.  During  the  year 
the  Secretary  has  used  4,500  more  envelopes  than  during  any  former 
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year,  over  14,000  used  during  the  year.  This  has  required  an  in- 
creased amount  of  printed  matter.  He  tries  to  reach  every  super- 
intendent three  times  each  year,  many  of  the  pastors,  and  as  many 
teachers  as  he  can.    This  work  is  carried  on  as 

A   CAMPAIGN    OF    SUNDAY-SCHOOL    EDUCATION. 

The  Sunday-school  Board  at  Nashville  has  an  Educational  Depart- 
ment, with  Dr.  P.  E.  Burroughs  as  secretary  in  charge.  He  is  in  close 
touch  with  every  State  Secretary.  Helpful  tracts  are  furnished  in 
liberal  quantities  on  almost  every  phase  of  the  work.  Our  Secretary 
has  used  these  freely  without  cost  to  our  work  except  the  postage 
for  distribution. 

The  Secretary  has  issued  the  following  tracts  during  the  year: 
"Organized  Classes  Among  North  Carolina  Baptists,"  "Systematic 
Giving  in  the  Sunday-school,"  "Teacher  Training  in  North  Carolina," 
"Facts  About  Baptist  Sunday-schools  in  North  Carolina,"  and  "Re- 
modeling a  One-room  Church  for  the  Sunday-school." 

Some  suitable  literature  is  put  in  practically  every  letter,  per- 
sonal and  general,  but  the  main  distribution  is  made  on  request  by 
using  a  return  postcard.  More  than  300  Sunday-schools  have  been 
aided  in  this  way.  The  leaven  is  at  work,  and  through  this  cam- 
paign we  believe  marked  results  will  be  seen  in  general  efficiency 
in  the  near  future. 

TEACHER   TRAINING. 

This  gook  work  grows — not  as  fast  as  it  ought,  but  it  is  hopeful. 
It  will  never  reach  its  largest  usefulness  until  more  of  our  pastors 
become  interested  and  prosecute  the  work  in  their  respective 
churches.  Our  country  churches  form  a  ripe  field  for  the  work.  A 
few  pastors  have  training  classes  in  all  their  churches. 

Last  year  was  a  good  year  for  this  work  in  our  Baptist  colleges 
and  schools,  and  the  present  year  promises  even  larger  results.  We 
will  probably  have  1,000  students  in  teacher  training  in  these  insti- 
tutions this  year. 

We  wish  to  emphasize  the  "Reading  Course."  Our  Secretary  has 
selected  books  for  Workers'  Libraries  for  this  course.  A  school  or 
individuals  can  get  eleven  volumes  for  $5.05,  seventeen  for  $7.45,  or 
twenty-two  for  $9.95.  These  books  have  been  carefully  selected  to 
cover  every  department  of  the  work  of  the  Sunday-school.  The 
selections  have  been  approved  by  the  Educational  Department  of  the 
Sunday-school  Board.  The  board  gives  recognition  for  the  work  in 
a  Reading  Course  Certificate. 

ORGANIZED    CLASSES. 

One  year  ago  North  Carolina  had  registered  in  the  Convention 
Adult  Bible  Class  Department  102  classes,  with  a  membership  of 
3,020.    Now  we  have  435  classes,  with  a  membership  of  13,881.     The 
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department  is  trying  to  unify  all  organized  classes  of  all  names  and 
then  use  them  for  the  interests  of  the  denomination  and  the  King- 
dom. Thus  far  we  have  registered  78  Berean  classes,  100  Fidelis, 
82  Baraca,  97  Philathea,  and  78  classes  of  twenty-five  other  names! 
These  facts  about  a  new  and  needed  enterprise  show  something  of 
the  comprehensiveness  of  the  plans  for  this  phase  of  our  work. 

A  year  ago  the  situation  was  acute,  but  we  believe  the  work  of  the 
Secretary  and  the  committee  this  year  has  resulted  in  adjustments 
of  differences  that  will  be  meaningful  for  the  work  in  the  future. 
And  in  doing  this  there  has  been  no  compromise  of  principle  or 
deviation  from  denominational  policies. 

We  still  invite,  yea,  urge,  all  organized  classes  of  every  name  to 
register  with  the  Convention  Adult  Bible  Class  Department  of  the 
Sunday-school  Board.  There  are  still  about  800  Baraca  and  Phila- 
thea classes,  and  possibly  300  Berean  and  Fidelis  classes  with  classes 
of  miscellaneous  names,  that  ought  to  affiliate  with  this  movement. 
Then,  again,  there  are  hundreds  of  other  adult  classes  not  organ- 
ized that  need  the  strength  gained  by  organization  and  the  value 
coming  from  interclass  touch  with  thousands  of  other  classes.  To 
these  classes  we  commend  the  classes  fostered  by  our  own  board— 
Berean  for  young  men,  Fidelis  for  young  women,  T.  E.  L.  (Timothy, 
Eunice,  Lois)  for  mothers,  and  Adult  Bible  Class  for  mature  men  of 
mixed  classes. 

BAPTIST    SEASIDE    CHAUTAUQUA. 

This  meeting  was  held  June  21-27.  The  program  was  a  very  strong 
one.  The  interest  was  manifestly  deep  on  the  part  of  those  who 
attended.  The  sentiment  seemed  to  be  unanimous  that  the  meeting 
ought  to  be  perpetuated.  It  was  in  no  sense  a  Sunday-school  meet- 
ing, as  many  of  our  interests  had  places  on  the  program.  About 
200  people  outside  of  Wilmington  were  in  attendance.  The  expenses 
were  met  by  the  membership  fees,  a  liberal  contribution  from  the 
First  Church,  Wilmington,  and  from  the  Tidewater  Power  Company. 
If  the  meeting  is  to  be  perpetuated  there  must  be  a  contingent  fund 
provided  by  the  denomination  to  meet  a  possible  deficit  in  the  in- 
come. 

WHAT  OF  THE  FUTURE? 

North  Carolina  was  a  pioneer  in  Sunday-school  mission  work. 
Every  State  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  followed  her  in 
this  policy.  The  work  is  missionary,  and  not  administrative.  It  is 
an  effort  to  obey  our  Master  when  He  said:  "Teaching  them  to  ob- 
serve all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you."  The  work 
ought  to  be  continued  and  pressed  vigorously.  This  cannot  be  done 
effectively  for  less  than  $2,750,  with  the  Sunday-school  Board  pay- 
ing $500  of  this.  We  recommend  the  work  be  prosecuted  on  this 
basis  for  next  year. 
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Present  policies  ought  to  be  continued,  with  such  other  work  as 
may  seem  wise  to  the  committee  and  Secretary.  Let  there  be  hearty 
cooperation  by  pastors,  officers,  and  teachers.  Let  this  be  based  on 
the  following: 

PROGRAM    FOR    EFFICIENCY. 

1.  We  need  a  vision  of  the  power  and  place  of  the  Sunday-school, 
and  a  task  in  it  for  every  church  member.  To  have  the  vision  and 
not  try  to  perform  the  task  is  only  a  dream.  To  try  to  perform  the 
task  and  not  have  the  vision  is  pure  drudgery. 

2.  Let  state,  associational,  and  local  workers  plan  for  a  perennial 
Sunday-school  in  every  church  and  at  such  mission  points  as  are 
necessary. 

3.  We  ought  to  enlist  thousands  of  the  175,000  church  members  in 
no  Sunday-school.  We  need  them  to  help  in  the  work  of  the  Sunday- 
schools,  and  they  need  the  Sunday-schools  for  the  fellowship,  train- 
ing, and  Bible  study  they  can  get. 

4.  Let  ais  improve  the  organization  and  equipment  of  all  schools. 
Let  this  include  due  emphasis  on  class  organization.  See  that  all 
classes  now  organized  shall  register  with  the  Convention  Adult  Bible 
Class  Department,  and  that  other  classes  shall  be  organized,  using 
the  class  plans  fostered  by  Southern  Baptists.  Let  the  equipment 
include  suitable  classrooms,  adequate  supplies  of  literature,  and 
suitable  devices  and  apparatus  for  effective  teaching. 

5.  We  cannot  too  vigorously  prosecute  the  training  of  our  forces. 
See  that  full  information  is  secured  about  teacher  training,  then 
plan  for  normal  classes  among  the  present  and  prospective  teachers 
and  officers. 

6.  We  urge  all  workers  to  buy  books  or  secure  free  tracts  for 
their  respective  departments.  The  books  can  be  bought  from  the 
Sunday-school  Board  at  Nashville,  and  the  tracts  secured  free  from 
your  Sunday-school  Secretary  in  Raleigh.

LAYMEN'S  MOVEMENT. 

The  results  of  the  Laymen's  Movement  cannot  be  shown  in  a  con- 
crete way.  The  Laymen's  committee  is  not  a  board,  does  not  collect 
funds  or  do  any  administrative  work,  but  is  supplemental,  or  auxili- 
ary, to  the  work  of  the  Board.  The  results  of  its  efforts,  being  in- 
direct, are  not  plainly  seen.  In  its  incipiency  the  Laymen's  Move- 
ment had  two  great  ideas:  (1)  The  enlisting  of  all  our  forces  in  the 
work  of  the  Lord,  and  (2)  the  introduction  of  systematic,  Scriptural 
methods  in  financing  the  Kingdom.  By  earnestly  insisting  upon 
these  two  great  things  they  have  brought  our  denomination  to  see 
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their  importance;  and  in  several  churches  and  associations  efforts 
are  being  made,  with  more  or  less  success,  to  put  into  practical 
operation  the  principles  of  the  Laymen's  Movement. 

We  here  give  place  for  the  report  of  Dr.  Brewer,  chairman  of  the 
Laymen's  Committee: 

Report  of  C.  E.  Brewer. 

The  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement  is  nine  years  old,  and 
though  so  recently  organized,  it  has  introduced  into  many  of  our 
churches  businesslike  methods  of  conducting  their  financial  opera- 
tions. This  idea  is  at  the  base  of  the  movement,  and  it  has  com- 
mended itself  to  our  business  men  and  secured  their  hearty  indorse- 
ment and  enlistment  in  the  enterprises  of  the  churches. 

During  these  nine  years  we  have  seen  the  gifts  of  American  protes- 
tants  to  foreign  missions  advance  from  eight  to  seventeen  million 
dollars.  In  the  same  time  the  gifts  of  Southern  Baptists  to  missions 
have  increased  from  $750,000  to  $1,600,000.  While  no  one  for  a 
moment  would  credit  all  of  this  increase  to  the  Laymen's  Movement, 
it  has  without  doubt  contributed  to  this  new  impulse  in  missionary 
activity. 

One  of  the  results  of  this  movement  has  been  to  stimulate  the 
every  member  canvass  and  weekly  giving,  nearly  all  of  the  leading 
churches  and  many  of  the  smaller  churches  having  adopted  this 
plan.  This  work  is  telling  in  the  widespread  interest  the  plan  has 
provoked,  and  there  is  great  demand  for  assistance  in  introducing  it 
into  local  churches. 

Intimately  connected  with  the  every  member  canvass  is  the  work 
of  enlistment  that  has  gone  on  under  the  auspices  of  the  Home 
Board  and  the  State  Mission  Board. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  movement  of  Southern  Baptist  men  to 
provide  for  the  debt  against  our  boards.  This  movement  was  started 
at  the  last  session  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  it  was 
understood  that  contributions  for  this  purpose  would  be  extra  and 
would  not  interfere  at  all  with  the  receipts  of  the  boards  for  current 
expenses.  It  is  expected  that  laymen  of  this  State  will  cooperate  in 
this  task  and  assume  their  part  of  the  burden. 

Those  who  have  been  observing  the  progress  of  the  Laymen's 
Movement  discover  that  the  work  has  reached  a  new  phase  in  its 
development.  Hitherto  the  task  has  been  to  arouse  interest  and 
show  the  possibilities  underlying  the  plan  proposed.  Now  the  de- 
mand is  for  the  service  of  experts  to  show  local  churches  in  detail 
how  the  plan  can  be  made  effective  for  them.  With  the  beginning 
of  this  new  phase  we  are  fortunate  in  having  in  the  office  of  General 
Secretary  of  the  Movement  such  a  distinguished  leader  as  Dr.  J.  T. 
Henderson,  who  has  demonstrated  his  ability,  not  only  as  an  enthusi- 
astic leader,  but  as  an  expert  in  church  finances.  We  may  with  con- 
fidence expect  even  more  gratifying  returns  from  the  labor  and 
money  invested. 
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WOMAN'S  WORK. 

In  our  report  last  year  attention  was  called  to  the  sad  fact  that 
Miss  Fannie  E.  S.  Heck,  head  of  the  woman's  work  in  North  Caro- 
lina and  for  several  years  president  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Union 
of  the  South,  was  critically  ill. 

A  few  months  ago,  after  a  long  season  of  intense  suffering,  this 
beloved  leader  entered  into  rest.  Her  last  messages  to  the  women 
in  North  Carolina,  at  their  annual  convention  in  March  and  to  the 
convention  of  Southern  women  assembled  in  Houston,  Texas,  in 
May,  were  sad  and  tender,  and  yet  hopeful  and  inspiring.  Conscious 
that  she  could  never  meet  with  them  again,  she  admonished  her  sis- 
ters to  be  faithful  to  the  trust  committed  to  them,  and  urged  them 
to  go  on  to  greater  things. 

She  tendered  her  resignation  as  president,  both  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Union  and  the  Union  of  the  South,  but  each  of  these  bodies  de- 
clined to  accept  it.  In  the  State  and  in  the  South  Miss  Heck  will 
be  sadly  missed.  Her  life  was  rich  in  good  works,  and  faith  in  Him 
whom  she  so  joyfully  served  gave  her  a  glorious  victory  over  death. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  there  are  others,  tried  and  true,  who 
can  take  up  the  work  and  carry  it  on.  The  pastors  should  give 
their  sympathy  and  encouragement  in  unstinted  measure  to  these 
faithful,  consecrated  women  who  are  doing  so  much  to  advance  the 
Kingdom  of  our  Lord. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  here  present  the  report  of  the 
Central  Committee,  and  we  insist  that  this  report  be  given  a  careful 
reading. 

Report  ok  the  Central  Committee. 

It  is  with  grateful  hearts  to  the  Giver  of  every  good  and  perfect 
gift  that  we  report  that,  notwithstanding  the  world-wide  unrest  and 
the  financial  difficulties  under  which  so  many  of  our  people  are 
laboring,  the  past  year  our  Woman's  Missionary  Union  made  sub- 
stantial progress  along  all  lines.  Our  contributions  to  the  regular 
objects  of  our  work  are  as  follows: 

To  Foreign  Missions    $  16,094.81 

Home  Missions    11,657.43 

State  Missions  11,437.57 

Louisville. Training  School 2,676.53 

Sunday-school  Board   140.05 

Expense  Fund   534.77 

Total  $  42,541.16 

To  the  Judson  Centennial  there  was  contributed  $6,071.28,  and  to 
the  Home  Church  Building  Fund  $212.39,  making  the  total  contribu- 
tion for  the  year  $48,874.71.  During  the  twenty-eight  years  of  its 
organization  our  Woman's  Missionary  Union  has  contributed  $470,- 
948.89  to  mission  objects. 
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Many  new  workers  have  been  enlisted,  and  we  have  overreached 
our  aim  in  number  of  new  organizations.  Eighty-six  new  Sunbeam 
Bands,  9  Royal  Ambassadors'  Chapters,  43  Young  Woman's  Auxili- 
aries, and  121  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  have  been  added  to  our 
number  during  the  past  year,  making  our  present  enrollment  of 
societies  1,162. 

During  the  summer  and  fall  months  associational  meetings  were 
held  in  44  associations;  33  of  these  were  attended  by  officers  and 
representatives  of  the  Central  Committee.  At  no  time  during  ouv 
history  have  we  had  so  large  a  number  of  capable  and  consecrated 
leaders  in  our  associational  work,  and  it  is  to  them  that  we  look 
largely  for  the  future  success  and  growth  of  our  work. 

Our  hearts  have  been  saddened  by  the  illness  and  death  of  our 
beloved  president,  Miss  Fannie  E.  S.  Heck,  who  had  served  us  so 
faithfully  and  efficiently  since  our  organization  in  1886;  but  we  feel 
that  the  influence  of  her  life  of  consecration  and  devotion  to  the 
work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  with  us  still,  and  will  in- 
spire the  women  of  our  State  to  greater  sacrifice  and  to  a  larger 
service  in  the  years  to  come. 

We  cannot  close  this  brief  report  of  our  year's  work  without  an 
expression  of  appreciation  of  the  unfailing  interest  and  hearty 
cooperation  in  all  phases  of  our  work  of  the  retiring  Secretary  of 
the  Convention,  Dr.  Livingston  Johnson.  How  much  he  has  meant 
to  the  success  of  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and 
how  untiring  he  has  been  in  his  efforts  to  aid  us  in  every  way  possi- 
ble, only  those  who  have  been  associated  with  him  in  the  mission 
rooms  can  know,  and  he  closes  his  term  of  service  with  the  grateful 
appreciation  of  the  committee.

BAPTIST  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  UNION. 

We  desire  to  commend  most  heartily  the  work  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
There  is  an  important  and  much  needed  training  in  the  work  of  this 
department  which  is  not  given,  and  in  the  very  nature  of  things  can- 
not be  given  in  any  other  way.  Our  young  people  are  trained  for 
greater  efficiency  in  church  work.  They  are  here  grounded  in  the 
doctrines  of  our  faith,  and  thus  become  intelligent  Baptists.  In 
their  study  classes  they  become  informed  about  the  things  which  our 
people  are  promoting,  and  by  taking  part  on  the  programs  of  their 
regular  meetings  they  learn  in  a  practical  way  how  to  do  church 
work. 
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We  would  respectfully,  but  earnestly,  request  our  pastors  to 
encourage  this  movement,  which  means  so  much  for  the  development 
of  our  young  people.  If  in  every  church  there  could  be  a  fully  organ- 
ized and  well-conducted  B.  Y.  P.  U.  it  would  tell  mightily  for  good 
in  the  future  of  our  denomination. 

Brother  J.  D.  Moore  has  for  two  years  been  the  faithful  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
Secretary.  Half  his  time  was  taken,  and  half  his  salary  paid,  by  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Assembly,  the  other 
half  being  given  to  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work.  Some  time  ago  Brother 
Moore  resigned  as  General  Manager  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Assem- 
bly. As  we  cannot  continue  our  cooperative  arrangement  with  the 
Southern  Baptist  Assembly,  some  other  method  of  carrying  on  the 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  must  be  devised. 

Under  present  uncertain  financial  conditions,  with  the  many  urgent 
demands  upon  the  Board,  and  with  a  change  in  administration,  we 
do  not  believe  it  would  be  wise  to  employ  a  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Secretary  for 
full  time.  We  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  be 
put  in  charge  of  the  Sunday-school  Secretary,  at  least  for  the  present, 
and  that  he  shall  be  called  Sunday-school  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Secretary. 
By  thus  combining  the  work,  with  a  small  additional  office  expense, 
so  as  to  secure  a  competent  stenographer  for  full  time,  we  can  save 
the  salary  of  a  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Secretary.  We  do  not  mean  that  any  back- 
ward step  shall  be  taken  in  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work.  We  do  not  believe 
the  work  will  suffer  by  such  arrangement  as  above  suggested,  as  the 
Sunday-school  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Secretary  can  have  more  time  for 
field  work  and  can  represent  both  the  Sunday-school  and  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
work  when  he  visits  a  church  or  association.  This  is  the  arrange- 
ment under  which  all  the  States,  except  four,  in  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention  are  working,  and  the  corresponding  secretaries  in 
these  ten  States,  so  far  as  they  have  been  heard  from,  say  that  the 
arrangement  is  satisfactory  and  the  work  is  making  gratifying 
progress. 

Report  of  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Secretary. 

HALF    TIME. 

The  half-time  arrangement  between  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Committee  of 
the  State  Board  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Assembly  has  not  proven  satisfactory.  It  could  not  permit  of 
the  best  achievements  in  either  direction.  Each  is  too  large.  When 
combined,  they  present  tasks  too  great  for  human  power.  The 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  has  grown  to  the  stage  where  no  supervision,  as 
deplorable  as  that  would  be,  is  preferable  to  half  time  or  combina- 
tion with  anything  else.  Notwithstanding  the  Secretary  has  given 
but  half  his  time  to  it  during  the  past  year,  it  has  flourished  greatly. 
The  present  record  exceeds  all  former  reports. 
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RECORD   OF   GROWTH. 

Prom  72  Senior  Unions  reported  one  year  ago,  we  have  gone  to 
149,  an  increase  of  more  than  100  per  cent.  In  active  membership 
there  has  been  an  increase  from  4,000  a  year  ago  to  6,000  at  the 
present  time,  an  increase  not  as  great  as  that  of  the  number  of 
organizations,  for  the  reason  that  in  a  number  of  instances  large 
memberships  have  been  divided  into  separate  organizations  in  order 
to  reach  the  individuals  more  effectively.  The  number  of  young 
people  taking  the  Systematic  Bible  Reader's  Course  has  increased 
100  per  cent,  as  has  also  that  number  who  have  taken  one  or  more 
of  the  Study  Courses.  Last  year  there  were  4  Standard  Unions,  now 
there  are  more  than  15  which  will  be  listed  A-l  at  the  close  of  the 
present  quarter. 

JUNIOR  WORK. 

We  are  glad  to  say  that  Junior  work  is  making  a  fair  headway, 
and  the  outlook  is  bright  for  it.  Last  year  there  were  just  two 
Junior  Baptist  Young  People's  Unions  in  the  State,  now  we  have 
record  of  eleven.  Compared  with  some  States  of  the  South,  this  is 
far  from  creditable,  but  it  is  a  commendable  rate  of  increase,  at 
least;  and  if  properly  nurtured,  growth  in  this  direction  will  be 
phenomenal. 

TRAINING   SCHOOLS. 

There  ought  to  be  not  less  than  six  annual  training  schools  for 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  workers  in  North  Carolina,  each  lasting  a  week.  There 
is  now  that  number  of  strategic  centers  in  which  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  has 
grown  sufficiently  to  support  them.  The  Secretary  has  conducted, 
or  assisted  in  the  conduct  of  these  training  schools  at  Raleigh,  Dur- 
ham, Bunn,  and  Wake  Forest.  The  cities  in  which  they  ought  to  be 
held  are:  Asheville  in  the  west,  Charlotte  and  Greensboro  in  the  pied- 
mont, Raleigh  and  Durham  in  the  center,  and  Wilmington  in  the  east. 
In  a  very  few  years  the  growth  of  B.  Y.  P.  U.  will  make  it  necessary 
to  have  training  schools  in  other  cities  than  these  and  in  other  cen- 
ters than  the  cities. 

AMONG   LOCAL    CHURCHES. 

Besides  the  training  schools,  the  Secretary  has  visited  twenty-five 
churches  in  the  interest  of  young  people's  work  and  assisted  in  the 
organization  of  unions  or  in  the  installation  of  better  methods  of 
work.  Many  of  our  churches  are  backward;  only  training  can  bring 
them  forward.  Nowhere  else  can  training  be  so  far-reaching  as 
among  the  young  people.  Of  the  unions  which  reported  on  that  item, 
systematic  giving  to  causes  fostered  by  our  churches  is  done  by  67 
per  cent  of  active  members,  on  the  average. 

IN   SCHOOLS  AND   COLLEGES. 

Denominational  education  must  educate  denominationally.  That 
is  a  truism.     Our  schools  and  colleges  in  North  Carolina  are  begin-

ning  as  never  before  to  do  that.  In  both  the  primary  and  secondary 
school  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  admitted  as  a  factor  in  denominational 
education.  The  young  men  at  Wake  Forest  are  especially  to  be  men- 
tioned and  commended  for  their  activity  in  this  direction.  In  all, 
there  are  fifteen  unions  in  our  schools  and  colleges,  with  an  aggre- 
gate membership  of  nearly  750.    There  should  be  twice  that  number. 

B.   Y.   P.   V.    STATE  CONVENTION. 

The  State  Convention  is  a  clearing-house  of  ideas  and  plans.  It  is 
an  engine  of  spiritual  power.  All  who  attended  the  last  convention 
at  Mount  Airy  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  organization  must  not 
be  sidetracked  nor  eclipsed  in  any  way.    It  must  be  maintained. 

THE   BIBLICAL   BECOBDEB   COLUMN. 

The  Recorder's  continued  permission  to  use  a  column  for  news  has 
been  exceedingly  beneficial.  The  young  people  more  and  more  take 
interest  in  the  column,  and  in  the  paper  as  a  consequence.  News 
notes  have  consumed  the  space  allowed,  but  they  have  occupied  it 
well. 

WHAT    OF    THE    FUTURE? 

Will  the  Baptist  State  Convention  stand  behind  the  young  people 
in  our  churches  who  are  trying  to  make  better  Baptists  of  them- 
selves? They  cannot  stand  alone;  they  are  too  young.  They  need 
the  help  and  sympathy  which  come  from  older  associates  in  the 
work.  If  our  Baptist  churches  will  take  care  of  their  young  people 
now,  their  young  people  will  take  care  of  them  after  a  while.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

There  are  seven  foreign  countries  in  which  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  operating.  These  are 
Africa,  Argentina,  Brazil,  China,  Italy,  Japan,  and  Mexico. 

There  are  thirteen  missionaries  in  Africa,  of  whom  seven  are  men 
and  six  women.    Two  of  the  men  are  medical  missionaries. 

In  Argentina  there  are  sixteen  missionaries;  eight  men  and  their 
wives.  Two  of  these  are  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  M.  Justice,  who  are  now 
at  home  on  furlough.  Mr.  Justice  is  a  native  of  Hendersonville, 
N.  C.  Rev.  Robert  Logan  and  wife  are  also  missionaries  in  Argen- 
tina.   Brother  Logan  attended  the  last  session  of  our  Convention. 

In  Brazil  we  have  fifty-four  missionaries,  none  of  whom  are  from 
North  Carolina. 

China  is  our  great  mission  field  because  of  its  extensive  territory 
and  dense  population.  This  accounts  for  the  large  number  of  mis- 
sionaries we  have  in  China,  when  compared  with  other  countries. 
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When  we  think  of  the  four  hundred  million  of  unevangelized  Chinese 
we  see  how  small  our  force  of  workers  is.  We  have  in  China  one 
hundred  and  sixty  missionaries,  of  whom  sixteen  are  from  North 
Carolina.  Our  latest  gift  to  the  foreign  field  is  Miss  Pearl  Johnson, 
of  Pittsboro,  Chatham  County,  who  left  for  China  on  the  4th  of 
October  last. 

In  Italy  the  Board  has  six  missionaries.  None  of  these  are  from 
North  Carolina. 

We  have  twenty  missionaries  in  Japan,  two  of  whom — Mrs.  C.  K. 
Dozier  and  Mrs.  C.  T.  Willingham — are  from  North  Carolina.  Japan 
is  a  very  important  mission  field  because  it  is  destined  to  dominate 
the  Far  East,  having  China  now  in  great  measure  under  its  influ- 
ence. Japan  is  preparing  to  send  a  large  number  of  Buddhist  mis- 
sionaries to  China,  believing  that  if  they  can  shape  the  future 
religion  of  that  country  it  will  be  easier  to  control  its  civic  affairs. 

In  Mexico  the  Board  has  seventeen  missionaries.  One  of  these  is 
Miss  Laura  Cox,  from  Winterville,  N.  C.  Mexico  has  been  kept  be- 
fore the  world  for  the  past  two  or  three  years  because  of  the  series 
of  revolutions  that  have  been  going  on  in  that  unfortunate  country. 
They  need  more  than  anything  else  a  religious  revolution.  They 
have  been  held  down  for  centuries  by  the  strong  hand  of  Romanism,- 
and  they  need  that  freedom  wherewith  Christ  alone  can  make  men 
free.  The  present  administration  is  very  bitterly  opposed  by  the 
Roman  Catholics,  which  is  a  strong  point  in  its  favor.  Now  is  the 
time  to  press  our  mission  work  in  Mexico  as  never  before. 

SCHOOLS    AND    HOSPITALS. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  evangelism  the  Board  has  established 
schools  and  hospitals  in  several  of  the  foreign  fields.  Last  year  the 
Board  reported  339  schools,  with  a  total  enrollment  of  8,833  pupils. 
There  are  8  medical  buildings,  or  hospitals,  3  medical  dispensaries, 
and  13  medical  missionaries.  There  were  treated  by  these  medical 
missionaries  last  year  56,949  patients. 

JUDSOIS1    MEMORIAL   FUND. 

A  fund  of  a  million  and  a  quarter  dollars  is  being  raised  in  the 
South  for  providing  better  equipment  on  our  mission  fields.  North 
Carolina  has  been  asked  to  raise  $90,000  of  this  amount.  Brother 
Braxton  Craig  has  been  at  work  for  nearly  two  years  securing  sub- 
scriptions for  this  fund.  He  has  almost  completed  the  work  of  get- 
ting subscriptions,  and  has  collected  a  considerable  part  of  the 
money.  It  is  very  important  that  these  notes  be  paid  when  they 
mature,  in  order  that  the  Board  may  be  saved  further  expense  in 
collecting. 
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HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  lias  its  work  divided  into  several  depart- 
ments. 

COOPERATIVE  MISSION   WORK. 

The  Home  Board  is  doing  cooperative  mission  work  in  thirteen 
States,  as  follows:  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Florida,  Illinois,  Kentucky, 
Louisiana,  Maryland,  Mississippi,  Missouri,  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma, 
Tennessee,  Texas,  Virginia.  In  these  States  the  Home  Board  aids 
the  State  Boards  in  the  support  of  missionaries.  In  some  of  these 
States  very  little  money  is  expended  by  the  Home  Board,  while  in 
others  the  cooperative  work  is  quite  extensive.  In  Virginia,  for  in- 
stance, the  Home  Board  aids  in  the  support  of  only  two  white  mis- 
sionaries, while  in  Oklahoma  the  number  is  223. 

WOKK   IX   CUBA. 

The  Board  is  conducting  mission  and  educational  work  in  Cuba. 
The  western  part  of  the  island,  comprising  a  little  less  than  half  the 
territory,  is  occupied  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  while  the 
eastern  portion  is  under  the  care  of  the  Northern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion. 

Brother  M.  N.  McCall  is  superintendent  of  our  work  in  Cuba.  His 
headquarters  are  in  Havana,  but  he  visits  all  the  mission  points,  ad- 
vising with  the  missionaries,  and  having  general  supervision  of  the 
work. 

The  entire  field  occupied  by  Southern  Baptists  has  a  population  of 
1,730,000.  The  Board  has  eight  schools  in  Cuba,  with  a  total  enroll- 
ment last  year  of  330.  Most  of  these  are  primary  schools,  but  the 
Cuban-American  College  at  Havana  is  doing  a  high  grade  of  work. 
It  has  a  theological  department  for  the  training  of  preachers  and 
other  Christian  workers. 

We  have  in  Cuba  twenty-six  preaching  stations,  and  a  statistical 
table  of  their  work  shows  a  membership  of  1,874,  baptisms  178, 
and  candidates  for  baptisms  394.  The  total  contributions  reached 
$4,875.19. 

THE  CANAL  ZONE. 

In  the  Canal  Zone  some  work  is  being  done  among  both  colored 
and  white.  There  are  ten  white  Baptist  churches  and  five  colored 
in  Panama.  This  is  a  very  difficult,  but  important  work,  as  people 
from  many  different  countries,  speaking  different  languages,  are 
gathered  there.  Not  such  a  large  force  is  there  now  as  was  when  the 
canal  was  being  constructed,  and  the  number  will  be  still  further 
reduced  when  the  work  of  construction  will  have  been  completed. 

MOUNTAIN    SCHOOLS. 

The  mountain  school  work  of  the  Home  Board  is  under  the  super- 
vision of  Dr.  A.  E.  Brown,  of  Asheville,  N.  C.

These  schools  are  missionary  agencies.  The  Board  has  an  evan- 
gelist, Brother  J.  C.  Owen,  who  visits  the  schools  and  holds  evan- 
gelistic meetings.  In  these  meetings  last  year  there  were  470  pro- 
fessions of  faith,  and  177  joined  the  local  churches.  In  all  of  these 
schools  there  are  regular  Bible  courses,  and  in  many  of  them 
B.  Y.  P.  U's.,  organized  Sunday-school  classes,  and  mission  study 
classes  are  conducted  in  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  schools. 
These  schools  are  training  many  of  our  future  pastors,  missionaries, 
and  other  classes  of  religious  workers. 

EVANGELISM. 

Dr.  Weston  R.  Brunei*  is  at  the  head  of  the  evangelistic  force  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board.  Perhaps  no  department  of  the  Board  is 
bringing  such  rich  returns  as  the  department  of  evangelism.  Last 
year  the  evangelists  of  the  Board  reported  12,000  baptisms  and  5,000 
added  by  letter,  making  total  additions  17,000. 

The  evangelistic  staff  includes  nineteen  evangelists  and  six  evan- 
gelistic singers.  The  Board  has  one  evangelist  to  the  deaf  mutes, 
and  two  negro  evangelists.  Great  evangelistic  campaigns  were  con- 
ducted last  year  in  Hot  Springs  (Arkansas),  Petersburg,  Roanoke, 
Richmond  (Virginia),  Baltimore  (Maryland),  San  Antonio,  Austin, 
and  Dallas  (Texas).  The  total  of  additions  in  these  six  cities  was 
9,000. 

THE  PUBLICITY  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  is  conducted  by  Dr.  Victor  I.  Masters.  The  Home 
Field,  edited  by  Dr.  Masters,  is  one  of  the  best  mission  magazines  in 
the  whole  country,  and  renders  valuable  service  to  all  our  denomi- 
national enterprises  and  institutions.  It  is  an  able  defender  of  the 
faith,  and  preaches  forcefully  the  doctrine  of  denominational  loyalty. 

Dr.  Masters  has  published  many  valuable  books  on  missions,  and 
the  tracts  and  leaflets  sent  out  from  this  department  are  informing 
and  inspiring.  His  latest  book— just  from  the  press— is  "Baptist 
Missions  in  the  South,"  and  treats  of  the  work  of  the  Home  Board 
and  of  the  several  state  boards. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  noted  above  there  is  the  work  of 
enlistment,  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Boards;  the 
Church  Extension  Department,  and  work  among  the  Indians  and 
negroes. 

For  full  report  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  see  Minutes  of 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We  respectfully  offer  the  following  recommendations,  and  ask  the 
instruction  of  the  Convention  in  regard  to  the  same: 

1.  That  only  3  per  cent  of  the  amounts  collected  for  home  and 
foreign  missions  be  charged  to  these  objects  for  State  expense. 
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2.  That  we  suspend  the  work  of  enlistment  as  now  conducted,  and 
in  lieu  thereof  the  Board  be  authorized  to  arrange  with  the  Home 
Mission  Board,  if  possible,  whereby  a  cooperative  missionary  can  be 
put  in  the  east  to  aid  missionaries  in  evangelistic  meetings;  and 
when  not  thus  engaged  he  shall  do  enlistment  work  in  the  east. 
During  each  meeting  he  shall  be  expected  to  talk  on  enlistment  at 
some  suitable  time,  and  introduce,  if  possible,  a  good  financial  sys- 
tem. 

3.  That,  for  the  present  at  least,  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  be  combined 
with  the  Sunday-school  work,  and  the  title  of  the  Sunday-school 
Secretary  be  made  "Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Secretary,"  the 
extra  expense  for  clerical  work  to  be  paid  out  of  State  mission  funds. 

4.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  pay  out  of  the 
Church  Building  Fund  $3,500  to  take  up  note  given  by  them  to  pay 
pressing  claims  against  the  Wake  Forest  Church. 

5.  That  the  work  be  projected  next  year  on  a  basis  of  $55,000. 

6.  That  the  books  close  on  Tuesday  after  the  third  Sunday  in 
November. 

7.  That  we  request  the  Home  Mission  Board  to  employ  a  mission- 
ary to  the  Cherokee  Indians  in  Western  North  Carolina. 

CONCLUSION. 

We  would  close  this  report  as  we  began  it,  by  ascribing  praise  to 
God  who  has  "crowned  the  year  with  His  goodness." 

We  should  be  profoundly  grateful  for  the  unity  that  prevails 
throughout  our  ranks.  There  is  not  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  a  State  in  which  the  spirit  of  unity  is 
more  nearly  perfect  than  it  is  here  in  North  Carolina,  and  in  very  few 
of  the  States  is  there  so  happy  a  condition  as  we  have  here.  Surely, 
out  of  a  blessed  experience  we  can  say  with  the  Psalmist:  "Behold 
how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in 
unity."  And  may  it  be  said  of  each  of  us  that  we  are  "endeavoring 
to  keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace." 

We  should  put  Christ  first  in  our  lives,  in  our  thoughts,  in  our 
affections,  in  our  efforts,  and  make  His  glory  the  chief  desire  of  our 
hearts.  If  we  always  put  Christ  first  there  will  never  be,  there  can 
never  be,  any  discord  or  dissension  among  us,  for  these  little  things 
born  of  selfishness  will  be  crowded  out  by  matters  of  eternal  import. 

What  marvelous  opportunities  present  themselves  to  us  today. 
What  a  privilege  it  is  to  live  in  this  time  of  the  world's  history. 

"We  are  living,  we  are  dwelling, 
In  a  grand  and  awful  time, 
In  an  age  on  ages  telling, 
To  be  living  is  sublime." 
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We  in  this  highly  favored  land  are  enjoying  the  blessings  of  peace, 
while  so  much  of  the  world  is  rent  and  torn  by  war.  With  what 
consuming  earnestness  we  should  address  ourselves  to  the  mighty 
task  of  bringing  in  the  reign  of  the  Prince  of  Peace,  of  hastening  the 
fulfillment  of  that  glorious  prophecy,  "That  at  the  name  of  Jesus 
every  knee  should  bow,  of  things  in  heaven,  and  things  in  earth,  and 
things  under  the  earth;  and  that  every  tongue  should  confess  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father."

WEDNESDAY — Afternoon  Session. 

On  reassembling  President  Oates  declared  that  the  elec- 
tion of  a  Corresponding  Secretary  was  the  special  order,  and 
asked  the  Convention  to  prepare  its  ballot. 

Pending  the  report  of  the  tellers,  A.  T.  Robertson,  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky., 
made  an  address  on  "The  Usable  Preacher." 
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W.  L.  Poteat  made  the  following  report  of  the  second  bal- 
lot for  Corresponding  Secretary:

The  chair  declared  that  still  there  was  no  election.  A  third 
ballot  was  called  for. 

Pending  the  report  of  the  tellers,  T.  J.  Taylor  presented 
Norman  L.  Shaw,  of  Virginia,  a  former  secretary  of  this 
Convention. 

Clias.  E.  Maddry  presented  the  following  report  on  the 
Wake  Forest  House  of  the  Lord: 

Your  committee  reappointed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Convention 
and  commissioned  to  raise  the  money  and  pay  off  the  debt  on  the 
house  of  the  Lord  at  Wake  Forest  College  beg  leave  to  report  as 
follows: 

We  have  worked  diligently  through  the  year  to  discharge  the  obli- 
gation you  laid  upon  us  one  year  ago.  It  has  been  a  year  of  uncer- 
tainty and  stringency  in  financial  circles.  We  have  found,  often  to 
our  sorrow,  that  money  was  hard  to  collect,  even  after  we  had 
secured  what  looked  to  be  a  gilt-edge  pledge,  and  especially  have 
we  found  it  difficult  to  borrow  money  from  the  banks,  having  no 
security  to  offer  except  the  plighted  word  of  the  Convention. 

We  were  badly  handicapped  in  the  beginning  of  our  work,  at  the 
close  of  the  last  Convention,  from  the  fact  that  Pastor  Walter  N. 
Johnson,  who  had  so  nobly  and  heroically  led  in  the  inception  and 
progress  of  this  great  enterprise,  was  suddenly  stricken  during  the 
last  Convention,  and  for  several  months  was  laid  aside.  Not  even  his 
most  intimate  friends  were  allowed  to  see  him  or  communicate  with 
him,  and  your  chairman  had  to  take  up  the  work  he  had  laid  down 
in  this  unfinished  state,  not  knowing  the  creditors,  amounts  due, 
when  due,  etc.  Finally,  on  the  11th  of  March,  we  had  a  joint  meet- 
ing in  Raleigh  of  the  local  Wake  Forest  committee  and  the  Conven- 
tion committee,  and,  after  going  into  the  detailed  cost  of  the  build- 
ing, the  outstanding  indebtedness,  etc.,  the  obligations  we  divided 
between  the  two  committees,  the  Convention  committee  taking  over 
five-eighths  of  the  amount  still  due  and  the  Wake  Forest  local  com- 
mittee taking  over  three-eighths.  The  Convention's  part  was  found 
to  be  more  than  we  had  anticipated  in  our  last  report  to  your  body. 
We  found  that  we  owed,  exclusive  of  interest  and  expenses  in  gather- 
ing the  money,  $20,000. 

Your  chairman  then  began  the  tedious  process  of  writing  letters, 
often  sweet  and  optimistic,  pleading  with  the  creditors,  paying  a 
little  and  renewing  notes  ay  circumstances  allowed.     Sometimes  it 
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seemed  that  we  had  reached  the  limit,  and  that  there  was  nothing 
to  do  but  instruct  the  creditors  to  proceed  with  their  oft-repeated 
threats  of  going  into  court.  However,  we  are  glad  to  say  that 
always,  when  the  way  seemed  darkest,  relief  came  from  an  un- 
expected source.  We  can  truly  say  that  time  and  time  again  the 
Lord  opened  up  the  way  and  raised  up  friends  for  us  during  the 
year.  A  number  of  generous-hearted  brethren  in  Raleigh  came  to 
the  help  of  your  chairman  with  their  personal  indorsement  at  the 
banks  when  the  way  seemed  darkest  and  most  hopeless. 

In  detail,  we  report  as  follows: 

Your  chairman  has  dictated  and  sent  out  during  the  year  1,444 
letters.  We  have  paid  for  postage  $20.87.  We  have  paid  out  for 
stenographic  help  $32.96. 

Amount  paid  by  the  Convention  as  reported  last  session,  $12,106.50. 

Amount  raised  and  paid  out  by  the  Convention  committee  this 
year,  $13,128.84. 

The  above  amount  was  spent  as  follows: 

Paid  for  interest,  $614.65;  paid  for  salary  of  financial  agent,  travel- 
ing expenses,  postage,  stenographic  help,  etc.,  $1,755.45;  paid  on  the 
debt,  $10,758.84;  total  paid  by  the  Convention,  $25,235.34. 

The  amounts  still  due,  and  banks  and  firms  to  whom  due,  are  as 
follows: 

Raleigh  Banking  and  Trust  Company,  $4,115;  renewed,  and  inter- 
est paid  to  December  15,  1915. 

Citizens  Bank  of  Wake  Forest,  $3,000;  renewed,  and  interest  paid 
to 

Citizens  Bank  of  Wake  Forest,  $400;  renewed,  and  interest  paid 
to  December  30,  1915. 

South  Greensboro  Bank,  $400;  renewed,  and  interest  paid  to  De- 
cember 30,  1915. 

Queen  City  Marble  and  Granite  Works,  $500;  open  account;  long 
since  overdue. 

Charlotte  National  Bank,  $250;  due. 

American  Seating  Company;  note  of  $500;   due  February  9,  1916. 

Total  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  Convention  at  this  time,  $9,150. 

Carrying  out  the  instructions  of  the  last  Convention,  we  made 
application  to  the  Home  Board  for  a  gift  of  $5,000  from  their  Build- 
ing Fund.  They  had  applications  for  gifts  amounting  to  $92,000, 
and  had  the  sum  of  $41,000  with  which  to  meet  these  requests. 
However,  they  graciously  promised  us  $2,500,  to  be  paid  when  our 
part  of  the  enterprise  was  completed.  In  the  fall,  being  in  desperate 
straits  for  money,  the  Home  Board  kindly  advanced  $2,000  of  this 
amount,  the  committee  giving  them  a  note,  which  is  to  be  returned 
canceled  in  the  final  settlement  of  the  whole  matter. 

Rev.  James  I.  Kendrick,  the  financial  agent  of  the  committee,  has 
done  a  great  year's  work  and  accomplished  wonders.  We  thank 
God  for  every  remembrance  of  him  and  his  great  work. 
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In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  make  the  following  recom- 
mendations: 

1.  That  we  proceed  at  once  with  vigor  and  energy  to  raise  the 
balance  of  $9,150  due  on  this  enterprise. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  decided  opinion  that  the  remainder  due 
on  this  building  ought  not  to  be  taken  from  either  the  Sate  or  Home 
Board's  building  funds.  These  two  boards  Mali  eventually  put  $10,- 
000  in  this  enterprise,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  so  many  houses 
of  worship  are  needed  at  other  educational  institutions  in  the  State, 
we  feel  strongly  that  the  Convention  ought  not  to  draw  further  on 
either  of  these  boards  for  the  completion  of  this  enterprise. 

2.  That  a  chairman  of  your  committee  be  elected  by  this  Conven- 
tion to  have  charge  of  this  matter  until  its  final  completion. 

3.  That  your  committee,  through  its  chairman,  be  instructed  to 
ask  the  Home  Mission  Board  for  an  additional  sum  of  $2,500  for  the 
completion  of  this  undertaking. 

4.  That  the  Convention  elect  Rev.  James  I.  Kendrick  as  financial 
agent  of  the  Convention  committee  for  the  prosecution  and  comple- 
tion of  this  undertaking.  Respectfully  submitted,

After  discussion  by  C.  E.  Maddry  and  Jas.  I.  Kendrick, 
the  report  was  adopted. 

W.  L.  Poteat  made  the  following  report  of  the  third  bal- 
lot for  Corresponding  Secretary : 

W.  N.  Johnson,  318;  C.  E.  Maddry,  44;  C.  H.  Durham,  36;  W.  R. 
Bradshaw,  5;  R.  A.  McFarland,  3;  J.  Q.  Adams,  2;  W.  C.  Barrett,  1; 
B.  Craig,  1.  Total,  410.  Necessary  to  elect,  205.  Majority  for  W.  N. 
Johnson,  113. 

The  President  declared  that  W.  X.  Johnson  was  elected 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Upon  motion,  the  vote  was  made  unanimous. 

E.  W.  Timberlake  and  F.  P.  Hobgood  were  appointed  to 
conduct  the  secretary-elect  to  the  platform,  who  spoke  a 
few  word>,  asking  for  time  to  pray  over  and  consider  the 
matter  before  announcing  his  decision. 
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After  remarks  by  B.  Cade,  T.  J.  Taylor,  B.  W.  N.  Simms 
and  S.  F.  Conrad,  special  prayer  was  offered  in  behalf  of  the 
new  Secretary  by  B.  Cade. 

On  motion  of  W.  K.  Cullom,  Chas.  E.  Maddry  is  recom- 
mended to  the  Home  Board  as  its  Vice-President  in  this 
State. 

Vice-President  C.  B.  Waller  was  called  to  the  chair  to 
preside.  Jeter  C.  Pritchard  spoke  to  the  Convention  in 
reference  to  the  condition  of  affairs  of  the  Baptist  Assembly 
at  Ridgecrest. 

M.  L.  Kesler,  B.  W.  Spilman,  L.  G.  Cole  and  J.  T.  Hen- 
derson spoke  also  along  the  same  line. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  C.  L.  Greaves : 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  our  people,  both  as  individuals  and  as 
churches,  to  come  to  the  financial  relief  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Assembly  at  Ridgecrest  by  cooperating  with  whatever  wise  plans 
the  directors  may  devise. 

Resolved,  further,  That  we  heartily  indorse  the  effort  to  found  a 
Summer  Theological  School  in  connection  with  the  Assembly. 

On  motion  of  John  A.  Oates,  the  resolution  is  laid  on  the 
table  till  Miscellaneous  Business  is  reached  tomorrow  after- 
noon, when  the  directors  of  the  Assembly  are  requested  to 
present  such  plans  as  they  may  deem  wise  for  the  relief  of 
the  present  situation. 

After  prayer  by  W.  J.  Jones,  the  Convention  adjourned. 


WEDNESDAY— Evening  Session. 

President  Oates  called  the  Convention  to  order.  "All 
Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus'  Name"  was  sung.  John  E.  Eay 
led  in  prayer. 

I.  N.  Mercer  addressed  the  Convention  on  Woman's  Work. 

H.  G.  Hill,  of  Maxton,  a  venerable  Presbyterian  minis- 
ter, was  recognized  by  the  chair. 

Hight  C.  Moore  read  the  following;  report  on  the  Judson 
Centennial,  which  was  adopted : 
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REPORT  OF  JUDSON  CENTENNIAL  COMMITTEE. 

Your  committee,  in  making  its  third  report,  wishes  first  to  briefly 
reiterate  the  scope  and  meaning  of  this  movement;  then  to  give 
account  of  North  Carolina's  apportionment  and  accomplishment  thus 
far;  and,  lastly,  to  outline  what  remains  to  be  done  within  the 
allotted  time. 

First.  What  is  the  Judson  Centennial  movement?  In  the  words  of 
Dr.  J.  M.  Carroll,  "It  is  a  movement,  through  the  leadership  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board,  undertaken  by  Southern  Baptists,  by  ap- 
proval and  authority  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

"Its  purpose  is  to  better  equip,  for  more  effective  service,  all  our 
foreign  mission  fields.  These  fields  embrace  seven  countries:  China, 
with  22  stations;  Japan,  with  7;  Brazil,  11;  Argentina,  3;  Mexico, 
10;  Africa,  5;  Italy,  6.  By  'stations'  we  mean  far  more  than  preach- 
ing points.  One  station  ordinarily  includes  many  preaching  points, 
sometimes  hundreds  of  miles  of  territory. 

"The  equipment  now  undertaken — not  by  any  means  all  that  is 
needed,  but  probably  the  limit  of  our  faith — includes  as  follows: 
Fifty-seven  church  houses,  or  chapels,  41  homes  for  missionaries, 
84  school  buildings  (including  9  for  theological  schools),  9  hos- 
pitals, or  medical  plants,  and  7  printing  plants.  This  is  the  absolute 
minimum,  not  the  maximum,  needed. 

"The  amount  necessary  for  this  equipment  is  $1,250,000.  This  is 
the  amount  we  are  seeking  to  raise. 

"The  movement  is  in  commemoration  of  the  one  hundredth  anni- 
versary of  the  going  of  Adoniram  Judson,  the  first  missionary  from 
America  to  go  to  a  foreign  field;  hence  the  name  'Judson  Centennial 
Movement.' " 

Second.  What  is  North  Carolina's  share  in  this  movement?  At  its 
meeting  in  Goldsboro  in  1912,  the  Convention  approved  the  Judson 
Movement  and  undertook  as  its  part  the  equipment,  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  some  $90,000,  of  the  field  laid  out  in  China  by  the  illustrious 
Matthew  T.  Yates,  a  native  of  North  Carolina  and  for  nearly  a  half 
century  resident  at  Shanghai. 

While  as  yet  the  goal  has  not  been  reached,  we  are  glad  to  report 
that  our  contributions  from  North  Carolina  aggregate  over  $87,000, 
of  which  $78,000  is  in  cash  and  signed  "Judson  notes,"  $9,000  in 
good  pledges,  but  not  in  signed  notes,  and  the  remainder  is  covered 
by  special  subscriptions.  This  we  regard  as  a  fine  showing  under 
the  circumstances,  and  we  anticipate  that  the  entire  amount  ex- 
pected of  us  will  be  raised  by  or  before  next  May,  when  the  cam- 
paign definitely  and  finally  closes. 

Again,  with  appreciation,  we  record  the  faithful  labors  of  Elder 
Braxton  Craig,  of  Monroe,  who  for  about  two  years  has  been  the 
efficient  field  representative  for  the  Judson  fund  in  this  State.  He 
has  visited  many  of  our  churches  and  wisely  led  them  in  making 
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symmetrical  gifts.  And,  anew,  we  commend  him  to  the  brother- 
hood, again  asking  for  him  the  cordial  cooperation  of  the  churches 
until  his  task  is  completed. 

Third.  What  now  remains  to  be  done?  At  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  Houston  last  May  it  was  reported  that  $959,000  had 
been  raised  for  this  fund.  Moreover,  owing  to  the  conditions  grow- 
ing out  of  the  European  war,  the  time  was  extended  to  the  meeting 
of  the  Convention  in  Asheville  next  May.  What,  therefore,  is  done 
for  this  movement  must  be  done  within  the  next  five  months. 

In  order  that  we  of  North  Carolina  may  reach  the  mark  set  for 
us  and  assumed  by  us,  it  is  important — 

(1)  That,  without  hesitation,  and  even  at  inconvenience  if  neces- 
sary, we  cooperate  with  Brother  Craig  in  closing  up  the  campaign. 

(2)  That  the  "One-week  Campaign"  in  January,  as  planned  by  the 
board  in  Richmond,  be  diligently  observed  in  our  churches,  Sunday- 
schools,  woman's  societies,  and  young  people's  unions,  so  that 
churches  hitherto  unreached  may  participate  in  this  movement. 

(3)  That  all  notes,  pledges,  and  subscriptions  be  paid  promptly 
and  in  full  as  they  come  due,  so  that  development  plans  on  the 
foreign  field  may  be  carried  out  as  speedily  as  possible. 

If  the  Convention  so  desires,  the  committee  will  continue  its  work 
until  the  general  campaign  closes  next  spring,  and  make  its  final 
report  at  the  next  annual  session  of  this  body.

On  motion  of  T.  H.  King,  an  invitation  from  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  to  go  on  an  automobile  ride. tomorrow  after- 
noon at  4  o'clock  was  accepted. 

The  Convention  adjourned  with  the  benediction  by  G.  T. 
Watkins. 
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THURSDAY— Morning  Session. 

After  the  devotional  meeting  led  by  C.  H.  Nash,  who 
read  Rom.  12,  prayer  by  A.  W.  McDaniel,  singing  of  "Come, 
Thou  Almighty  King,"  President  Oates  called  the  Conven- 
tion to  order. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  sessions  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

On  motion  of  Livingston  Johnson,  J.  Clyde  Turner  was 
recommended  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  as  its  Vice-Presi- 
dent in  Xorth  Carolina. 

James  I.  Kendrick  made  a  statement,  declining  to  act 
longer  as  financial  agent  of  the  Wake  Forest  Church.  Chas. 
E.  Maddry  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  some  action  must 
be  taken  immediately  for  the  financial  relief  of  the  present 
situation. 

On  motion  of  W.  R.  Bradshaw,  a  rising  vote  of  thanks 
was  extended  to  C.  E.  Maddry  for  his  work  as  chairman  of  the 
special  committee  appointed  by  the  Convention  to  conduct 
the  campaign  for  raising  its  share  of  the  funds  to  liquidate 
the  debt  on  the  Wake  Forest  house  of  the  Lord. 

Y ice-President  T.  S.  Franklin  was  called  to  the  chair  to 
preside  while  John  A.  Oates  presented  the  following  report  on 
the  Baptist  Seaside  Chautauqua,  which  was  adopted  after  dis- 
cussion by  John  E.  Ray : 

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE    ON    SEASIDE    CHAUTAUQUA. 

Your  committee  on  the  Baptist  Seaside  Chautauqua  begs  to  report: 

1.  The  Chautauqua  was  held  at  Wrightsville  Beach  in  June,  1915, 
with  an  attendance  of  more  than  five  hundred. 

2.  The  work  done  was  of  a  high  order.  Dr.  McGlothlin  of  the  Sem- 
inary, Dr.  B.  W.  Spilman  of  the  Sunday  School  Board,  the  Watts 
brothers  of  Virginia  and  South  Carolina,  John  E.  White,  Dr.  Lincoln 
Hulley,  president  of  John  B.  Stetson  University;  Miss  Williams,  the 
unexcelled  teacher  of  children,  and  the  splendid  practical  work  done 
by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  their  special  training  classes 
and  lectures  afforded  pleasure  and  profit  that  cannot  be  estimated. 

3.  Financially,  we  came  out  all  right,  with  about  $25  in  the  treas- 
ury.   We  will  submit  our  financial  report  to  the  Convention  Auditor. 
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4.  We  are  making  large  plans  for  1916.  The  need  of  this  kind  of 
meeting,  not  as  a  summer  junket,  but  as  a  gathering  place  in  a 
favorable  location  where  substantial  work  can  be  done,  is  growing 
upon  religious  bodies  everywhere.  Those  who  attended  were  bene- 
fited and  pleased,  and  we  look  for  large  things,  through  your  au- 
thority and  instruction,  through  the  years  to  come  in  training  and 
quickening  our  people,  especially  the  young  people,  along  the  lines 
of  our  denominational  work. 

6.  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  planning  to  meet  with  us  in  1916. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  We  recommend,  first,  that  the  Convention  appoint  a  committee 
of  seven  to  have  charge  of  this  work. 

2.  That  the  name  be  Baptist  Seaside  Assembly. 

3.  That  the  State  Mission  Board  be  requested  to  make  a  contingent 
appropriation  not  to  exceed  $250.  John  A.  Oates

W.  L.  Poteat  presented  the  following  report  on  Social 
Service,  which,  after  discussion  by  R.  L.  Gay,  and  singing 
"Onward,  Christian  Soldiers,"  was  adopted : 

REPORT   ON    SOCIAL    SERVICE. 

The  Christian  task  is  to  carry  forward  to  its  consummation 
the  work  which  Christ  inaugurated.  Of  his  first  representatives 
he  said,  "As  the  Father  hath  sent  me  into  the  world,  even  so  have 
I  also  sent  them,"  which  is  to  say,  that  those  representatives 
and  their  successors  must  have  the  same  aim  as  he  had  and  seek  to 
realize  it  with  the  same  consecration.  The  aim  of  Christ  is  sum- 
marized in  the  great  conception  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  We  cannot 
be  sure  of  the  full  inventory  of  blessing  which  was  in  the  mind  of 
Christ,  but  we  do  know  that  he  proposed  the  reconstruction  of 
human  society  under  the  law  of  love  and  justice. 

The  method  of  this  social  reconstruction  involves  the  recon- 
struction of  the  social  unit,  or  evangelism,  the  ministry  to  all 
the  forms  of  human  need,  the  correction  and  forestalling  of  social 
wrongs  and  social  evils,  and  the  relentless  fight  against  all  the 
enemies  of  human  life  in  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom. 

temperance. 

One  of  the  most  hopeful  features  of  the  temperance  and  prohibi- 
tion  movement  is   the   remarkable   change   of  public   sentiment   in 
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recent  years,  as  a  result  of  which  the  liquor  traffic  is  rapidly  be- 
coming outlawed.  We  are  coming  to  recognize  more  and  more  that 
the  movement  involves  not  merely  moral  and  religious  issues,  but 
social  and  economic  issues  also,  and  now  forces  and  agencies  and 
organizations  of  power,  formerly  indifferent  or  hostile,  are  arrayed 
on  the  side  of  prohibition.  Not  only  churches  and  other  religious 
organizations,  but  also  industrial  corporations,  commercial  inter- 
ests, transportation  companies,  medical  associations,  and,  in  fact, 
every  organization  and  agency  for  the  uplift  of  humanity  unites  in 
saying  that  the  saloon  must  go. 

One  by  one  State  legislatures  have  been  forced  to  submit  this 
question  to  the  people,  and  now  there  are  nineteen  States  which 
have  declared  for  prohibition,  namely,  Maine,  Kansas,  North  Dakota, 
Oklahoma,  Georgia,  Mississippi,  North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  West 
Virginia,  Virginia,  Oregon,  Arizona,  Colorado,  Alabama,  Arkansas, 
Iowa,  Idaho,  South  Carolina,  and  Washington;  and  elections  have 
been  authorized  in  four  other  States.  More  than  two-thirds  of  the 
counties  and  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  municipalities  of  the 
nation  are  now  under  prohibition,  and  when  the  prohibitory  laws 
in  the  States  which  have  voted  favorably  on  this  question  become 
operative,  more  than  sixty  millions  of  our  population  will  be  liv- 
ing under  prohibition,  and  eighty  per  cent  of  the  area  of  the  country 
will  be  no-license  territory. 

Since  our  own  State  voted  for  prohibition  in  1908  we  have  made 
rapid  progress.  During  this  period  our  bank  deposits  have  in- 
creased from  $53,894,519  to  $90,465,211;  real  estate  from  $289,459,602 
to  $360,079,952;  personal  property  from  $174,926,792  to  $213,324,039; 
taxes  collected  by  the  State  from  $2,616,439.62  to  $4,832,589.86; 
amount  spent  for  education  from  $2,958,160.19  to  $6,119,602.72. 
Chief  Justice  Clark  and  many  other  judges  testify  that  crime  in  this 
State  has  materially  decreased  since  prohibition  became  effective. 
Convictions  for  murder  in  the  first  degree  have  decreased  from  301 
during  the  last  five  years  of  license  to  136  during  the  first  five 
years  of  prohibition. 

We  rejoice  in  the  more  favorable  attitude  of  the  press  towards 
this  great  reform  movement,  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  many 
of  our  leading  newspapers  now  bar  liquor  advertisements  and  are 
devoting  valuable  space  to  the  consideration  of  this  matter.  We 
also  note  with  satisfaction  the  increasingly  favorable  attitude  of 
Congress  and  State  legislatures  and  the  officers  of  the  law  in  the 
enactment  and  enforcement  of  prohibitory  laws. 

In  conclusion  we  desire  to  present  the  following  resolutions: 

Believing  that  the  organized  legalized  liquor  traffic  is  one  of 
the  two  most  gigantic  evils  of  modern  times,  the  enemy  of  the 
home,  the  church,  and  the  State,  and  that  the  sanctity  of  the 
home,  the  perpetuity  of  the  State,  and  the  effectiveness  of  the  church 
demand  its  speedy  and  complete  overthrow: 
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Resolved,  first,  That  we  as  delegates  representing  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  million  of  members  of  Baptist  churches  of  North  Caro- 
lina, in  Convention  assembled,  pledge  our  sympathy  and  support  to 
the  Anti-Saloon  League  and  to  all  kindred  organizations  in  their 
efforts  to  exterminate  this  evil;  and  that  we  request  our  pastors 
and  churches  to  use  all  their  influence  for  law  enforcement  and  to 
aid  the  Anti-Saloon  League  by  allowing  its  representatives  to  pre- 
sent this  question  in  their  pulpits. 

Resolved,  second,  That  we  commend  our  State  legislature  for 
the  laws  already  enacted,  and  that  we  respectfully  urge  the  passage 
of  such  additional  legislation  as  will  render  these  laws  more  effec- 
tive in  carrying  out  the  will  of  the  people  as  expressed  at  the  polls, 
to  wit:  an  act  prohibiting  the  advertisement  of  liquor  and  the  sale 
of  papers  carrying  such  advertisements;  an  act  prohibiting  clubs 
from  serving  liquor  to  their  members;  an  act  prohibiting  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  hard  cider  for  beverage  purposes. 

Resolved,  third.  That  we  memorialize  the  Sixty-fourth  Congress 
to  pass  the  Hobson  or  some  similar  resolution  for  an  amendment  to 
the  National  Constitution  for  National  prohibition,  and  that  we 
call  upon  our  representatives  in  Congress  to  give  their  active  sup- 
port to  this  measure,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  be 
instructed  to  send  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  each  of  our  repre- 
sentatives; also  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquor  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  and  in  our  territorial  possessions — Alaska,  Hawaii  and 
the  Philippines;  also  to  bar  all  shipments  of  liquor  from  interstate 
commerce,  and  to  prohibit  the  United  States  mails  from  carrying 
liquor  or  newspapers  containing  liquor  advertisements  into  prohibi- 
tion territory;  also  to  require  applicants  for  Federal  tax  receipts 
to  state  in  their  applications  that  it  is  not  unlawful  to  sell  liquor 
for  beverage  purposes  in  the  territory  named  in  their  applications. 

Resolved,  -fourth.  That  we  heartily  commend  the  splendid  work 
of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  of  North  Carolina,  and  express  our  appre- 
ciation of  the  fearless,  faithful,  and  efficient  service  rendered 
by  the  Superintendent,  Rev.  R.  L.  Davis;  that  we  commend  also  the 
wisdom  of  the  League  in  the  election  of  Rev.  R.  L.  Gay  as  Field 
Representative  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Rev.  0.  L.  Stringfield,  who  rendered  such  efficient  service. 

SOCIAL    VICE. 

With  the  curse  of  liquor  we  are  compelled  to  associate  the 
baneful  effects  of  social  vice.  They  grow  together  and  stimulate 
one  another.  The  same  forces  which  are  committed  to  the  struggle 
against  the  traffic  in  liquor  are  called  into  the  struggle  against 
the  traffic  in  vice.  In  the  new  industrial  centers,  which  present 
conditions  of  peculiar  peril  to  the  young  people  now  flocking  to  them, 
the  churches  must  accept  the  responsibility  of  protecting  these 
young  people  from  the  cunning  agencies  which  thrive  by  debauching 
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them.     Everywhere    the    churches    must    maintain    the    Christian 
standard  of  personal  purity  for  both  sexes  alike. 

Gambling  appears  to  be  spreading  in  subtle  and  refined  forms. 
In  whatever  guise  it  is  obnoxious  to  the  law  of  the  Kingdom,  and 
the  sons  of  the  Kingdom  cannot  be  discharged  from  the  war  against 
it. 

MINISTRY    TO    HUMAN    NEED. 

As  Christ  came  to  minister  to  "the  captive,"  "the  blind,"  "the 
bruised,"  typical  forms  of  human  suffering,  defect,  and  want,  his 
churches  are  unfaithful  in  so  far  as  they  neglect  such  a  ministry. 
We  do  not  follow  the  example  of  our  Lord  or  fulfill  his  law  of  loving 
service  unless  we  provide  for  the  poor,  the  sick,  and  the  defective, 
and  we  shall  follow  and  obey  him  best  by,  so  far  as  may  be,  fore- 
stalling these  classes  of  need.

In  the  discussion  an  State  Missions,  R.  A.  MeFarland  spoke 
on  "A  Passion  for  the  Redemption  of  Xorth  Carolina." 

Livingston  Johnson  followed  with  his  farewell  address  as 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  reviewing  the 
fifteen  years  of  his  administration,  exhorting  to  fidelity  to 
God,  to  His  Word  and  to  each  other. 

Following  his  address,  "We'll  Work  Till  Jesus  Conies" 
was  sung. 

At  this  juncture  .1.  T.  Riddick  came  to  the  platform  and 
presented  R.  T.  Vann,  who  called  on  R.  L.  Gay  to  read  the 
following  appreciation  of  retiring  Secretary  Livingston  John- 
son by  a  special  committee  from  the  State  Hoard  of  Missions, 
which  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote: 

AN  APPRECIATION. 

"Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant."  This  language, 
uttered  by  our  Lord  in  a  parable,  will  be  applied  in  simple  justice 
by  the  Baptist  brotherhood  of  North  Carolina  to  our  retiring  Corre- 
sponding Secretary.  Yes,  and  as  they  review  a  ministry  which, 
ignoring  State  lines,  has  touched  the  uttermost  borders  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  many  brethren  and  fathers  through- 
out the  South  will  take  up  and  repeat  the  divinely  framed  encomium: 
"Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant." 

Reviewing  the  record  of  his  official  service  during  the  fifteen  years 
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just  closing,  one  notes  an  increase  of  28  per  cent  in  the  number  of 
our  Baptist  churches  in  the  State;  of  more  than  61  per  cent  in  the 
total  of  our  membership,  and  of  more  than  320  per  cent  in  our  con- 
tributions to  missions — all  due,  in  large  measure,  to  his  efficient 
leadership.  He  will  note,  further,  that  under  a  plan  suggested  by 
the  Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Biblical  Recorder  management  has 
been  so  reorganized  and  so  related  to  the  Convention,  that  it  is  now 
our  organ  in  reality,  without  involving  us  in  the  slightest  financial 
responsibility;  that  by  the  same  hand  a  substantial  foundation  has 
been  laid  for  a  long  needed  church-building  fund,  and  that  sixty 
churches,  worth  $245,000,  have  already  been  erected  through  this 
foundation;  and  that  in  his  capacity  as  a  trustee  of  two  of  our  col- 
leges, and  with  an  interest  that  embraced  all  the  other  institutions, 
he  has  rendered  valuable  service  to  Christian  education. 

Finally,  one  will  observe  that  throughout  this  period,  while  lend- 
ing a  powerful  hand  to  every  enterprise  of  our  denomination,  he  has 
contributed  effectively  by  tongue  and  pen  to  the  measures  that  made 
for  civic  righteousness  in  city  and  State. 

As  one  surveys  these  achievements  he  marvels  greatly,  and  ex- 
claims, "What  hath  God  wrought!" 

Moreover,  "these  labors  more  abundant"  have  been  performed  with 
a  faithfulness  unflagging,  an  energy  untiring,  a  loyalty  to  truth  un- 
yielding, but  ever  tempered  with  charity,  a  generous  recognition  of 
the  service  of  others  that  elicited  their  hearty  cooperation  and  a 
love  for  his  brethren  so  genuine  as  to  win  in  turn  the  unmeasured 
love  of  all. 

Resolved,  therefore,  That  we  as  a  Convention  record  our  grateful 
appreciation  of  the  inestimable  service  rendered  by  Brother  Living- 
ston Johnson  as  our  Corresponding  Secretary  and  of  the  self-deny- 
ing devotion  of  his  wife  which  rendered  possible  her  husband's 
great  achievements. 

Resolved,  further,  That  we  tender  them  both  our  affectionate 
regard,  and  invoke  the  best  blessings  of  God  upon  their  future  lives. 

By  order  of  the  Convention,  the  name  of  E.  L.  Gay  was 
added  to  the  committee. 

Following  an  address  of  appreciation,  R.  T.  Vann  pre- 
sented a  chest  of  silver  to  Livingston  Johnson  and  his  faithful 
wife  as  a  token  of  appreciation  and  esteem  of  150  or  more 
friends  in  the  Convention.  A  tender  scene  followed  when 
Brother  Johnson  accepted  the  gift.  J.  F.  Love  led  the  Con- 
vention in  prayer. 

Walter  N.  Johnson,  the  newly  elected  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary, was  called  to  the  platform,  and  accepted  the  position 
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tendered  him,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Wake  Forest 
Church,  of  which  he  is  pastor. 

On  motion  of  Archibald  Johnson,  the  following  commit- 
tee was  appointed  by  the  chair  to  make  recommendation  to 
this  body  tonight  as  to  a  plan  to  provide  for  the  financial 
relief  of  the  debt  on  the  Wake  Forest  House  of  the  Lord :  W. 
X.  Jones,  J.  M.  Arnette,  J.  I.  Kendrick,  C.  H.  Durham, 
Wingate  M.  Johnson,  Archibald  Johnson,  A.  L.  Phipps. 

After  singing  "How  Firm  a  Foundation,"  M.  L.  Kesler 
read  the  following  report  on  the  Orphanage : 

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  THOMASVILLE  BAPTIST 
ORPHANAGE. 

This  report  is,  in  the  main,  a  repetition  in  another  form  of  what 
has  appeared  in  the  papers,  and  has  been  discussed  before  many 
associations.  The  story  is  old  and  yet  as  new  and  fresh  as  the 
eager  faces  of  the  children  who  are  passing  in  the  unending  orphan- 
age procession. 

Through  the  year  our  number  has  held  right  around  500 — 450  at 
Thomasville  and  50  at  the  Kennedy  Home.  The  growing  numbers 
have  compelled  us  to  lengthen  our  cords  and  strengthen  our  stakes. 
Short  crops,  the  increasing  cost  of  living,  and  the  added  equipment 
necessary  to  care  for  the  growing  family  have  brought  us  heavily 
in  debt.  If  no  improvements  outside  the  new  dormitories  had  been 
made  we  would  still  have  been  in  debt.  The  current  fund  has  in- 
creased steadily  for  several  years  at  about  the  rate  of  $4,000  a  year; 
but  our  increase  in  numbers  this  year  called  for  an  increase  of 
$8,500  in  current  funds,  so  we  shall  need  an  additional  increase  of 
nearly  $5,000  above  anything  we  have  ever  done  to  meet  current  ex- 
penses. 

Since  beginning  work  at  the  Kennedy  Home,  about  $25,000  have 
been  expended,  and  about  half  of  this  has  come  out  of  the  current 
fund — or  rather  has  been  borrowed  from  the  banks.  Our  enlarge- 
ments were  all  under  way  when  the  European  war  paralyzed  busi- 
ness. We  failed  to  dispose  of  some  lands  coming  to  us  from  the 
Dr.  S.  W.  Little  estate.  Again  we  were  driven  to  borrow  from  the 
banks.  The  cottages  at  the  Kennedy  Home  were  built  and  the  Miles 
Durham  Nursery  ready  for  children.  We  had  not  the  heart  to  turn 
them  away,  although  we  saw  what  was  coming.  The  schoolrooms 
and  the  auditorium  were  going  up.  We  could  not  turn  back,  so  we 
come  reporting  the  largest  debt  in  the  history  of  the  institution— 
now  about  $21,000. 

In  order  to  give  some  idea  of  our  growth  we  quote  from  the  gen- 
eral manager's  last  report: 
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TEN   YEARS   AGO   AND   NOW. 

"As  this  is  the  tenth  year  of  the  present  administration,  I  am 
minded  to  look  over  the  way  we  have  come,  and  make  some  note  of 
our  progress.  A  review  of  the  annual  reports  from  the  beginning 
is  like  reading  a  romance.  The  Lord  has  been  wondrously  kind, 
and  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  responded  in  a  way  worthy  of 
their  history.  As  I  have  reviewed  the  last  and  trying  years  of  my 
predecessor,  I  feel  again  that  he  has  not  received  full  credit  for 
what  he  did,  and  that  under  the  clearer  and  calmer  light  of  the 
receding  years  we  shall  more  and  more  appreciate  his  great  work.

PERMANENT   IMPROVEMENTS. 

"Twelve  buildings,  dormitories  and  others,  have  been  built  new 
or  enlarged.  Not  counted  in  these  are  the  three  barns  (one  for 
horses  and  two  for  cows),  laundry  installed  (and  later  a  new  build- 
ing);  Industrial  Building,  Woman's  Building  (Infirmary),  Miles 
Durham  Nursery,  two  dormitories  at  Kennedy  Memorial  Home;  new 
schoolrooms  and  changes  in  Main  School  Building,  Dr.  Little  Me- 
morial Auditorium;  electric  lights  have  been  installed;  nearly  all 
the  bathrooms  have  been  remodeled;  new  beds  furnished  in  nearly 
all  the  dormitories,  and  straw  ticks  replaced  with  cotton  mattresses, 
much  time  and  labor  spent  on  the  grounds  in  the  improvement  of 
walks  and  drives  and  in  planting  shrubbery  and  flowers — in  all, 
amounting  to  at  least  $90,000. 

"Forty  acres  have  been  added  to  the  farm  here.  By  bequest,  the 
Kennedy  Home  of  1,200  acres;  the  Galloway  sisters'  bequest  of  225 
acres;  by  purchase,  about  40  acres  between  the  Kennedy  Home  and 
the  public  highway.     All  told,  in  real  estate,  $125,000.

"For  this  decade  of  progress  we  thank  God  and  look  with  hope  to 
the  unfolding  years.  All  who  have  helped  to  bring  this  about  de- 
serve mention,  but  their  work  cannot  be  reduced  to  terms  and  ex- 
pressed in  figures;  it  is  beyond  our  measuring  line." 

So  the  larger  orphanage  is  here  with  its  debt  and  its  demands. 

But  let  us  look  at  the  brighter  side.  Contributions  have  held  up 
wonderfully  well,  as  compared  with  other  years,  although  they  have 
not  increased  sufficiently  to  care  for  the  added  numbers. 

We  had  good  seasons  this  year,  and.  report  good  crops  at  the 
orphanage.  We  are  also  operating  part  of  the  Kennedy  farm.  The 
crops  are  good;  a  full  report  cannot  be  made  at  this  time,  but  a 
substantial  profit  will  be  made. 

The  health  record  has  never  been  better  in  all  our  history.  We 
had  one  death — the  only  one  in  four  years — an  unfortunate  little 
fellow,  who,  had  he  lived,  would  have  stumbled  through  life  with 
an  enfeebled  mind.  He  had  been  accepted  at  the  Caswell  Training 
School,  and  was  to  have  gone  there  the  day  he  was  taken  sick. 

Our  physical  equipment  was  never  so  good  as  it  is  now.  We  have 
one  of  the  best  dairy  barns  in  the  State.  Our  schoolrooms,  for  the 
first  time  in  our  history,  are  adequate  and  comfortable.  At  last,  we 
have  a  spacious  and  beautiful  auditorium.  How  did  we  get  along 
without  it?  We  did  not  get  along.  We  were  losing  out  on  the 
religious  and  inspirational  side  of  our  life.  The  pastor  and  the 
orphanage  family  alike  dreaded  the  Sunday  services  because  there 
was  no  place  where  they  could  be  seated  in  comfort.  Now  they 
gather  with  delight.  The  music  swells  like  a  great  chorus.  The 
children  are  seated  comfortably,  and  preacher  and  hearer  alike  ex- 
perience beauty  and  reverence  in  their  worship.  The  orphanage  is 
coming  to  its  own  in  the  inspiration  and  enrichment  of  its  life. 
Our  work  is  organized  as  it  never  could  be  with  our  former  lack  of 
equipment,  and  our  workers  have  never  been  quite  so  enthusiastic 
as  they  are  now. 

In  the  addition  of  the  Miles  Durham  Nursery,  where  the  prattling 
two-year-old  may  nestle,  has  come  a  new  tenderness  into  the  life  of 
our  great  family.  And  at  the  upper  end  the  addition  of  the  tenth 
grade  has  elevated  the  tone  of  the  institution  in  a  most  gratifying 
way.  We  now  give  some  instrumental  music  to  the  larger  girls. 
Helpful  industrial  features  are  being  added.  All  this  we  have  to 
show  over  against  the  debt. 

BEQUESTS. 

Since  our  last  Convention  two  important  bequests  have  been  an- 
nounced. The  first  from  "the  orphan's  friend,"  Brother  Noah  Biggs, 
and  the  other  from  his  business  partner,  Dr.  R.  M.  Johnson.  Neither 
estate  has  been  settled,  and  neither  comes  into  our  possession  until 
after  the  death  of  certain  beneficiaries.  Mr.  Biggs'  will  provides 
that  during  the  lifetime  of  these  beneficiaries  they  are  to  receive 
the  interest  on  certain  amounts,  and  at  their  death  these  will  come 
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to  the  orphanage.  Five  buildings  are  provided  for  when  these  be- 
quests become  due,  and  what  is  left  over  from  the  buildings  is  to 
be  added  to  the  endowment  fund.  This  is  the  provision  in  all  the 
items  of  the  will  except  one.  In  this  a  house  is  to  be  built,  and 
what  remains  over  is  to  be  used  as  a  loan  fund  for  orphanage  girls 
going  on  to  higher  institutions,  the  interest  only  to  be  used.  For  the 
present  these  bequests  furnish  no  income;  they  add  a  very  respon- 
sible burden;  but  in  the  coming  years  they  will  help  meet  the  de- 
mands of  the  larger  orphanage. 

We  shall  continue  to  need  improvements.  At  the  Kennedy  Home 
we  greatly  need  a  chapel  and  a  school  building.  The  chapel  might 
suffice  for  both  for  a  time.  We  had  hoped  some  individual  would 
give  us  $5,000  for  that  purpose.  May  he  be  found  at  an  early  day, 
for  that  is  our  most  crying  need. 

Once  more  we  call  attention  to  the  overwhelming  number  of  appli- 
cations for  the  admission  of  children  whose  mothers  are  living  and 
in  good  health.  When  the  mother  is  a  good  woman  and  in  good 
health  and  able  to  work,  we  repeat  that  relatives,  neighbors,  and  her 
home  church  should  share  her  burden  and  enable  her  to  hold  her 
little  family  together.  Such  children  are  pressed  into  the  orphan- 
age and  are  occupying  the  places  that  should  be  given  to  more 
needy  children. 


How  are  we  to  get  out  and  stay  out?  We  can  do  it  by  dismissing 
two  hundred  helpless  and  homeless  children.  But  nobody  favors  so 
heartless  an  expedient.  Perhaps  we  should  recast  and  enlarge  our 
method  of  raising  funds.  Our  present  appeal  is  to  the  Sunday- 
schools  once  a  month,  and  a  general  thank  offering  once  a  year.  A 
large  part  of  the  church  is  not  reached  through  the  Sunday-school, 
and  the  same  class  may  be  missed  by  the  uncertain  thanksgiving 
offering.  We  think  the  "one  day  for  the  orphanage"  as  a  special 
thank  offering  should  grow  into  a  fixed  habit.  But  we  cannot  de- 
pend upon  a  one-day  gift.  Some  opportunity  ought  to  be  given  the 
members  of  the  church  who  are  not  regular  attendants  at  Sunday- 
school  to  give  to  the  orphanage  as  they  do  to  other  objects.  It  must 
have  a  more  certain  place  in  the  church  budget  of  benevolence.  The 
special  distressing  appeal  repeated  every  year  does  harm  and  robs 
our  giving  of  much  of  the  spiritual  blessing  that  should  attend  it; 
the  appeal  must  become  more  hysterical  every  year,  and  finally  lose 
its  power  altogether. 

It  is  with  unfeigned  sorrow  and  a  deep  sense  of  loss  that  we  make 
mention  of  the  death  of  two  of  our  most  honored  trustees,  Mr.  Noah 
Biggs,  of  Scotland  Neck,  and  Major  H.  F.  Schenck,  of  Lawndale. 
Brother  Biggs  was  among  the  first  to  suggest  an  orphanage  for 
North  Carolina  Baptists,  and  was  at  the  heart  of  the  enterprise  all 
the  way.  He  loved  the  orphanage,  thought  and  planned  for  it,  gave 
to  it  while  he  lived,  and  left  a  large  part  of  his  fortune  to  it  when 
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he  died.  He  will  live  on  in  our  hearts  and  in  his  works,  which  re- 
main. 

Major  Schenck  was  a  splendid  type  of  the  old  Southern  gentle- 
man. He  was  a  tower  of  strength  in  his  own  community,  a  sympa- 
thetic friend  of  the  poor,  gave  largely  of  his  means  to  the  education 
of  poor  boys  and  girls.  He  was  a  most  valuable  member  of  our 
board;  wise  in  counsel,  always  with  the  forward  look  toward  greater 
things  for  the  orphanage. 

We  are  under  great  obligations  to  the  Publicity  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  North  Carolina  Orphans'  Association.  This  commit- 
tee was  composed  of  Hon.  M.  L.  Shipman,  Dr.  C.  B.  McNairy,  Dr. 
H.  C.  Moore,  Editor  Archibald  Johnson,  Hon.  J.  R.  Young,  Gen.  J.  S. 
Carr.  They  and  the  newspapers  have  our  most  grateful  thanks  for 
their  work  in  urging  the  "One  Day  for  the  Orphanage"  plan.  Thou- 
sands of  dollars  have  been  added  to  the  orphanages  of  the  State 
from  this  effort. 

President  F.  P.  Hobgood  reported  for  the  Board  of  Trus- 
f <  es  of  the  Orphanage  as  follows : 

At  the  meeting  June  29,  1915,  R.  A.  McFarland  was  elected  to 
succeed  Noah  Biggs,  deceased.  The  following  were  elected  to  suc- 
ceed themselves  for  the  term  of  six  years:  H.  F.  Schenck,  C.L.Hay- 
wood, S.  J.  Montague,  J.  C.  Scarborough,  J.  A.  Durham,  and  C.  W. 
Mitchell. 

The  following  brethren  spoke  on  the  Orphanage  report: 
M.  L.  Kesler,  W.  0.  Barrett,  T.  J.  Taylor,  C.  H.  Morris, 
T.  H.  King,  R.  D.  Caldwell  and  E.  T.  Vann. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  G.  T.  Lumpkin,  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  urge  our  churches  to  give  a  place 
for  the  orphanage  in  their  regular  budget  for  benevolences. 

On  motion  of  L.  Johnson,  the  motion  passed  yesterday  to 
aceept  the  invitation  of  the  Charlotte  Chamber  of  Commerce 
for  an  automobile  ride  around  the  city  this  afternoon  was 
reconsidered,  and  a  motion  to  decline  the  invitation,  with 
thanks,  prevailed. 

On  motion  of  C.  C.  Smith,  the  program  was  changed  so 
that  Ministerial  Relief  will  be  considered  this  afternoon  and 
Ministerial    Education   tonight. 

E.  A.  Osborne,  an  Episcopal  clergyman,  was  recognized 
bv  the  chair. 
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On  motion  of  T.  J.  Taylor,  the  report  on  the  Simpler 
Plan  is  made  the  special  order  under  Miscellaneous  Business 
this  afternoon.

After  singing  "How  Firm  a  Foundation,"  President  Oates 
called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  President  appointed  Charles  E.  Brewer,  W.  N.  John- 
son and  G.  T.  Lumpkin  as  a  committee  to  prepare  program 
for  the  Convention  of  1916. 

B.  W.  Spilman-  presented  the  following  report  on  the 
Recommendations  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  which  was 
adopted : 

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    RECOMMENDATIONS    OF    THE 
CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 
We,  your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  recommendations 
of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  submit  our  report  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  Convention  adopt  items  1,  2,  4,  5,  6,  and  7  of  the  report. 

2.  That  in  lieu  of  item  3  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Sunday  Schools 
be  instructed: 

(1)  To  continue  the  appointment  of  a  State  B.  Y.  P.  U.  committee. 

(2)  To  set  aside  for  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  of  the  State  the  sum  of 
$1,000,  to  be  used  under  the  direction  of  the  State  B.  Y.  P.  U.  com- 
mittee. 

3.  That  the  Convention  endorse  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  Sunday  Schools  in  doing  B.  Y.  P.  U.  field  work,  and  ex- 
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presses  the  hope  that,  as  early  as  practicable,  the  Board  will  place 
in  the  field  a  worker  to  give  full  time  to  this  work.

•T.  M.  Arnette  read  the  following  report  of  the  Ministers' 
Relief  Board,  and  also  Treasurer  R.  H.  Riggsbee's  report: 

REPORT   OF   THE   MINISTERS'   RELIEF   BOARD. 

Some  of  those  who  have  "lured  to  brighter  worlds  and  led  the 
way"  now  find  this  world  a  place  of  suffering  and  want.  Hunger  is 
now  the  experience  of  some  who  have  refused  to  "grow  fat  while  the 
hungry  sheep  look  up  and  are  not  fed."  Though,  like  Matthew 
Arnold's  preacher  in  "East  London,"  "much  cheered  with  thoughts 
of  Christ,  the  Living  Bread,"  they  need  the  bread  that  we  can  pro- 
vide. 

Small  salaries,  large  giving  out  of  meager  incomes,  the  cost  of 
frequent  moving,  a  willingness  to  work  in  the  corners  of  the  King- 
dom, limited  education,  afflictions — physical  or  mental — the  "dead 
line,"  are  some  of  the  reasons  why  there  are  among  us  ministers  of 
the  gospel  who  are  in  need  of  financial  help. 

But  chief  among  the  reasons  why  the  work  of  this  board  is  neces- 
sary is  that  ministers  as  a  class  have  refused  to  let  their  lives  be 
commercialized.  A  great  singer  once  said,  "When  I  sing  for  money 
only,  I  find  my  voice  becoming  metallic."  Byron  says  the  same  in 
other  words  as  he  criticises  Scott  for  writing  poetry  for  money: 

"When  the  sons  of  song  descend  to  trade, 
Their  bays  are  sear,  their  former  laurels  fade." 

To  "descend  to  trade,"  to  sell  out  for  gain,  weakens  the  preacher 
more  gravely  than  the  musician  or  poet.  The  preacher  soon  finds 
that  his  compassion  for  souls  varies  inversely  with  the  thought  and 
attention  given  to  material  possessions;  that  the  more  anxious  he 
becomes  for  this  world's  goods  the  less  he  is  concerned  about  the 
coming  of  the  Kingdom.  A  notable  illustration  of  this  is  found  in 
the  recent  confession  of  Dr.  Newell  Dwight  Hillis  of  Plymouth 
Church,  Brooklyn.  Dr.  Hillis  says:  "I  have  thought  of  my  own  in- 
terests, when  every  drop  of  my  blood  .  .  .  belonged  to  the  sick, 
the  friendless,  the  poor,  and  to  the  boys  and  girls  with  their  eager 
and  hungry  minds.  For  years  I  have  had  a  growing  conviction  that 
a  minister  has  no  right  to  make  money,  and  does  his  best  work 
without  it." 
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Since  the  preacher  dare  not  become  entangled  with  financial  ven- 
tures or  thoughts  of  worldly  gain,  we  may  expect  the  demands  upon 
this  board  to  increase  with  the  years. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  board  to  extend  aid  to  every  aged  or 
afflicted  minister  who  is  in  want,  and  whose  poverty  is  the  result  of 
a  life  given  to  the  preaching  of  the  gospel.  We  have  prepared  a  list 
of  searching  questions  on  our  application  blanks,  and  we  plead  for 
a  personal  investigation  by  moderators  of  associations  and  members 
of  executive  committees  before  endorsing  applications.  Beneficiaries 
are  required  to  renew  their  applications  every  three  years,  that  we 
may  know  whether  they  have  become  more  or  less  needy.  Aid  is 
increased  if  there  is  greater  need,  or  the  applicant  is  dropped  if  his 
need  does  not  longer  justify  his  being  continued  as  a  beneficiary. 
This  was  renewal  year.  One  beneficiary  has  been  dropped  and  two 
others  may  be  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  board.  One  of  our  bene- 
ficiaries went  to  the  Soldiers'  Home,  and  we  have  ceased  to  extend 
him  aid.  There  are  at  present  thirty-five  ministers  and  widows  of 
ministers  receiving  aid  and  several  new  applications  pending.

T.  W.  Chambliss  read  the  following  report  on  the  Biblical 
Recorder,  which  was  adopted  after  discussion  by  Baylus 
Cade: 

BIBLICAL   RECORDER. 

Eighty  years — what  glorious  history  has  been  made  during  those 
four  score  years!  The  passing  seasons  since  the  first  issue  of  the 
Biblical  Recorder — how  much  they  have  meant  to  Baptist  folk! 

What  sort  of  a  vision  did  Elder  Thomas  Meredith  have  in  those 
early  days?  What  message  came  to  him,  in  the  shadow  of  the  night, 
when  he  determined  to  send  his  little  message  out  upon  the  ocean 
of  time?  How  graciously  the  Cause,  dear  to  his  heart,  prospered 
in  the  passing  generations. 

Eight  years  ago  the  present  management  of  the  Recorder  took 
over   the  office  and  editorial  control.     Those  years  tell  a  story  of

successful  achievement.  With  a  great  heart,  a  strong  brain,  an 
active  body,  Dr.  Hight  C.  Moore  has  had  largely  to  do  with  the 
development  of  the  Recorder  until  today  it  is  recognized  as  one  of 
the  potential  agencies  in  Southern  Baptist  denominational  life. 
Tender  in  disposition,  wise  in  counsel,  energetic  in  service  and  of 
marked  spiritual  disposition,  Hight  C.  Moore  has  shown  himself 
worthy  of  the  mantle  which  was  thrown  about  him  eight  years 
ago. 

There  are  various  denominational  agencies.  The  Recorder  is 
peculiarly  an  agency.  It  is  an  important  agency.  Upon  the  success- 
ful service  of  the  Recorder  depends  largely  the  success  of  every 
other  denominational  agency.  The  Recorder  IS  the  mouth  of  the 
denomination.  It  is  not  the  VOICE — it  is  the  MEANS  of  trans- 
mission. 

Great  corporations  have  expended  and  are  expending  large  sums 
in  the  work  of  publicity.  Departments  are  organized.  Men  are 
placed  in  charge.  The  importance  of  this  department  is  fully 
recognized  in  this  age.  The  money  expended  in  publicity  does  not 
always  bring  visible  returns — but  the  fact  of  its  importance  and 
value  is  established. 

The  Recorder  is  the  publicity  agent — -the  publicity  department — 
of  the  denomination.  It  is  the  means  of  transmission.  The  mes- 
sages of  the  leaders  in  other  denominational  agencies  reach  the 
more  than  260,000  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  through  the  columns 
of  the  Recorder— or  they  should.  The  Recorder  IS  A  VERY  IM- 
PORTANT denominational  agency. 

The  three  larger  missionary  agencies  of  the  denomination — the 
State,  the  Home,  and  the  Foreign  Boards — what  would  be  their 
status  today  without  the  State  denominational  paper?  It  is  true 
that  these  boards  publish  leaflets  and,  in  some  instances,  magazines 
— but  the  chief  point  of  contact  with  the  denomination  is  through 
the  State  paper.  In  the  bounds  of  North  Carolina,  history  has  been 
written  which,  in  all  probability,  would  never  have  been  written 
without  the  Recorder.  The  paper  has  been  indispensable  during 
four  score  years. 

The  important  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies;  the 
furtherance  of  the  Better  Sunday  School  idea;  the  development  of 
the  Baptist  Young  People's  Union;  the  bringing  into  line  of  the 
unenlisted  churches;  the  deeper  interest  in  our  great  institution 
at  Thomasville — The  Orphanage;  the  cause  of  our  Baptist  educa- 
tional institutions — colleges  and  secondary  schools — dedicated  to 
Christian  education. 

What  would  become  of  these  important  departments  of  the  Bap- 
tist work  without  a  publicity  department — a  means  of  transmission? 
The  work  of  advancing  the  varied  denominational  agencies  has  been 
the  thought  and  life  of  the  Recorder  through  the  passing  years. 
Every  other  purpose  has  been  sidetracked.  No  appropriation  has 
ever  been  made  by  any  board  or   other  organization.     No   depart- 
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ment  of  Baptist  effort  has  in  a  single  instance  borne  any  part  of 
the  expense  of  the  publication.  The  columns  have  been  and  are 
given  freely  and  graciously  and  it  is  a  source  of  joy  to  the  stock- 
holders in  the  Recorder  Company  that  they  have  been  able  to  con- 
tribute this  feature  toward  larger  Baptist  success  in  North  Carolina. 

Notwithstanding  the  unpleasant  truth — it  is  a  fact  that  it  takes 
money  to  bring  things  to  pass.  This  is  true  in  denominational  life. 
It  takes  money  to  erect  buildings  and  to  secure  men.  It  takes  money 
to  purchase  print  paper,  printer's  ink,  and  to  operate  linotype 
machines.  It  takes  money  to  pay  postage  and  to  employ  book- 
keepers who  shall  watch  out  for  the  accounts  of  those  who  overlook 
the  label.  It  takes  more  money  to  publish  a  religious  newspaper 
than  it  does  to  produce  a  secular  paper  of  the  same  size.  The 
quality  must  be  a  little  higher. 

There  are  but  two  sources  of  income  open  to  the  Recorder:  the 
sale  of  its  advertising  space  and  the  collections  from  subscribers. 
The  advertising  columns  cannot  be  sold  as  readily  as  space  is  sold  in 
secular  papers.  Certain  advertisers  must  be  refused.  Others  will 
not  advertise  in  a  paper  of  large  general  circulation,  but  smaller 
local  patronage. 

Notice  the  advertising  columns  of  the  Recorder.  Very  few  of 
the  Baptist  business  men  of  this  State  use  the  columns.  Possibly 
they  have  overlooked  the  value  or  have  underestimated  the  im- 
portance of  State-wide  publicity.  Some  could  not  afford,  by  reason 
of  the  purely  local  aspect  of  their  business,  to  purchase  space  in  the 
Recorder — but  others,  with  business  interests  reaching  from  the 
Hill  country  to  the  Salted  sands  of  the  East,  have  overlooked  two 
features — the  importance  of  the  Recorder  as  a  high  grade  advertis- 
ing proposition  and  what  is  equally  important — the  individual  Bap- 
tist's obligation  to  aid  in  supporting  the  Recorder.  Baptist  business 
men  should  advertise  in  the  Recorder.  This  brings  blessing  both 
ways — to  the  advertiser  and  to  the  Baptist  people — to  whom  the 
Recorder  CAN  GIVE  larger  service  if  it  receives  more  loyal  financial 
support. 

We  are  informed  that  the  directors  of  the  Recorder  have  recently 
passed  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  after  the  expiration  of  present 
contracts,  no  patent  medicine  advertisements  will  be  carried  in  the 
Recorder.  This  means  a  cutting  off  of  revenue — at  least  $3,500  a 
year — a  pretty  big  loss,  and  must  be  made  up  in  some  other  way. 

Then  the  subscription  list — the  other  source  of  revenue.  The 
R<  'order  goes  into  12,000  Baptist  homes  today.  There  are,  and  the 
estimate  is  conservative,  75,000  Baptist  homes  in  North  Carolina. 
Some  of  these  are  not  able  to  pay  for  the  Recorder — others  could 
not  be  persuaded  to  subscribe— possibly.  Is  it  too  many  to  suggest 
that  there  are  50,000  Baptist  homes  in  North  Carolina  able  to  take 
the  Recorder?  Surely,  with  the  combined  efforts  of  Recorder  man- 
agement  and   local    denominational   leaders,   ten   thousand   of  these 
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homes  could  be  reached  this  year.  It  should  be  done.  There's  a 
reason. 

The  Recorder  is  doing  a  specific  work  for  the  denomination.  It 
does  it  without  remuneration.  It  does  it  better.  It  is  the  publicity 
agent.  It  carries  the  news  of  State,  Home  and  Foreign  missions  and 
carries  this  news  every  week.  It  urges  the  importance  of  scriptural 
methods  in  finance,  in  church  development,  in  Christian  education. 
The  circulation  must  be  increased — not  merely  that  the  Recorder 
may  have  the  necessary  funds  to  meet  expenses — though  that  is  im- 
portant— but  the  circulation  must  be  increased  because  the  Baptise 
denomination  in  North  Carolina  needs  that  more  men  and  women  in 
the  churches  should  know — know  the  need  and  know  the  "how"  of 
meeting  the  need. 

When  the  patent  medicine  advertising  goes  out — and  Baptists  have 
urged  it — then  $3,500  must  come  in.  The  denomination  must  meet 
this  loss.  If  it  is  not  done,  then  the  Recorder  faces  the  necessity 
of  an  increased  circulation  price. 

There  are  two  methods  of  meeting  the  need. 

1.  Persuade  Baptist  business  men  to  use  advertising  space  in  th^ 
Recorder. 

2.  Give  the  Recorder  12,000  additional  subscribers — make  the  list 
25,000 — and  that  is  only  one-half  what  it  should  be. 

In  view  of  the  suggestions  made  in  this  report,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Convention  go  on  record  as  urging  all  Baptist  busi- 
ness interests  to  use  the  columns  of  the  Recorder  as  far  as  the  varied 
lines  of  industry  will  permit. 

2.  That  our  churches  be  urged  to  give  the  Recorder  a  place  in 
the  church  plan — not  that  contributions  be  taken  for  the  paper,  but 
that  each  church  raise  a  fund,  the  same  to  be  used  in  sending  the 
Recorder  as  a  gift  from  the  church,  for  a  period,  to  every  member 
not  a  subscriber.  Further,  we  suggest  that  churches  put  the  Re- 
corder into  the  homes  of  all  new  converts,  except  where  the  paper 
now  goes  to  the  home,  for  a  period  of  time  sufficient  to  acquaint  the 
new  convert  with  State  denominational  work. 

3.  That  individuals  be  urged  to  contribute  sums  of  money,  the 
purpose  being  to  send  the  Recorder  as  a  gift  to  Baptists  not  in  the 
Recorder  family,  and  if  possible  lead  them  into  the  Recorder  habit. 

4.  That  the  Convention  request  the  Recorder  management  to  make 
special  rates  to  all  churches  and  individuals  desiring  to  send  the 
Recorder  as  gifts — the  purpose  being  to  put  into  Baptist  homes  the 
news  and  appeals  of  the  various  denominational  agencies. 

5.  That  the  Recorder  management  be  requested  to  appoint  Associa- 
tional  representatives,  similar  to  those  appointed  by  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Boards,  these  representatives  to  work  in  their  associations 
as  they  are  able  in  aiding  the  Recorder  campaigns. 

6.  That  this  Convention  urge  the  Recorder  management  to  push 
with  vigor  their  subscription  campaigns  and  develop  such  further 
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plans  as  will  result  in  a  circulation  at  least  double  the  number  at  the 
present  time.  Their  goal  to  be  "The  Recorder  in  Every  Baptist 
Home." 

7.  That  pastors,  Sunday  School  superintendents,  officers  of  the 
churches,  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s  and  Women's  Missionary  Societies  be  urged 
to  increase  their  efforts  looking  toward  the  larger  subscription  list 
of  the  Recorder  for  the  important  reason  that  the  regular  visit  of 
the  paper  aids  in  more  efficient  work  in  every  department. 

8.  That  this  Convention  express  its  appreciation  of  the  splendid 
work  regularly  and  constantly  being  done  by  the  Recorder,  its  owners 
and  managers,  and  in  the  adoption  of  this  report  does  pledge  larger 
cooperation  in  the  future.  T    w    Chambliss.

W.  C.  Barrett  read  the  following  report  on  the  Simpler 
Plan,  which  was  adopted: 

SIMPLER  PLAN. 
A.     Organization. 

1.  That  the  President,  Vice-Presidents  and  Recording  Secretaries 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention  after  a  nomination  in  open  meet- 
ing, other  officers  to  be  elected  after  nomination  by  a  committee  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the 
Boards  of  the  Convention  to  be  elected  as  the  Convention  may 
determine. 

2.  That  the  members  of  the  Boards  of  the  Convention  and  institu- 
tions affiliated  with  the  Convention  be  distributed  as  far  as  possible, 
both  as  to  territory  and  individuals. 

3.  That  the  work  of  the  Convention  be  classified  under  three 
heads,  namely:  Missions,  Education  and  Social  Service,  with  a  Board 
of  Missions  and  Education  to  be  known  as  the  State  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  the  State  Board  of  Education;  and  a  standing  committee 
of  five  on  Social  Service. 

4.  That  each  of  these  agencies  shall  report  to  the  Convention  in 
session  each  year  the  work  done  during  the  year,  together  with 
recommendations  at  the  close  of  the  report. 

5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  agency  to  have  its  reports 
printed  and  ready  for  distribution  on  the  first  day  of  the  Convention. 

6.  That  the  Convention  instruct  the  Boards  to  plan  their  work  so 
as  to  avoid  conflicts  in  presentation  or  collection  as  far  as  possible, 
and  that  special  appeals  for  money  be  eliminated  as  far  as  expedient. 

7.  That  the  Convention  recommend  to  the  churches  and  associa- 
tions that  they  cooperate  with  these  agencies  in  their  work. 

8.  The  Convention  shall  decide  which  agency  shall  undertake  any 
given  work. 
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9.  That  individuals,  churches,  associations  and  companies  desiring 
the  assistance  and  cooperation  of  the  Baptists  in  North  Carolina,  or 
any  part  of  them,  in  any  work  not  already  fostered  by  the  Convention 
shall  first  present  the  question  to  the  agency  under  which  it  should 
be  properly  placed.  If  the  agency  should  refuse  to  take  it  up,  it 
may  be  presented  to  the  Convention  under  miscellaneous  business  or 
special  order. 

10.  That  immediately  after  the  preaching  of  the  sermon  each 
agency  shall  have  not  more  than  20  minutes  to  present  its  report  in 
general. 

11.  That  all  work  under  each  agency  shall  be  considered  in  con- 
secutive sessions. 

12.  That  time  shall  be  provided  for  spontaneous  discussion. 

B.  Board  of  Missions. 

1.  That  the  word  "Sunday  Schools"  be  stricken  from  the  name 
of  the  Board,  leaving  as  the  name  "The  State  Board  of  Missions  of 
the  Baptist  Convention." 

2.  That  the  mission  work  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards 
shall  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Missions,  in 
such  cooperative  manner  as  the  three  Boards,  or  their  Corresponding 
Secretaries  may  agree  upon. 

3.  That  10  minutes  be  given  for  the  distribution  of  reports  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  which  report  shall  contain  full  information  in 
regard  to  all  departments  of  work  committed  to  the  Board. 

4.  Such  part  of  the  time  allotted  to  this  Board  as  shall  not  be 
needed  for  the  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  given  to  the 
discussion  of  the  several  departments  of  our  Mission  work. 

5.  A  representative  of  each  of  the  Boards,  State,  Home  and 
Foreign,  shall  have  30  minutes  to  present  any  special  phase  of  the 
work  of  his  Board.  In  addition  to  this,  60  minutes  each  shall  be 
given  the  Sunday  School  and  Sunday  School  Board,  Baptist  Young 
People's  Union,  Laymen's  Movement  and  Woman's  Work.  After 
the  time  allotted  the  several  departments  mentioned  above  shall 
have  expired,  the  remainder  of  the  time  shall  be  given  to  free  and 
spontaneous  discussion. 

6.  At  the  third  sessions  of  the  time  allotted  to  Missions  there 
shall  be  an  address,  or  addresses,  on  Missions  by  persons  selected 
by  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Convention  and  the  State 
members  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards. 

C.     Board  of  Education. 

1.  Not  more  than  10  minutes  shall  be  given  for  the  distribution  of 
the  report,  which  report  shall  contain  full  information  concerning  all 
the  work  committed  to  the  Board. 

2.  That  all  reports  from  educational  institutions  connected  with 
the   Convention   be   made   annually   to   the    Convention    in    session 
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through  the  Board  of  Education,  allotting  30  minutes  to  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  to  call  attention  to  matters  of  special  interest. 

3.  That  a  representative  of  each  of  the  colleges  under  control  of 
this  Convention  shall  have  at  least  30  minutes  to  present  any  mat- 
ters pertaining  especially  to  his  institution,  and  that  some  one 
selected  by  the  Board  shall  have  40  minutes  to  present  matters  per- 
taining to  secondary  schools. 

4.  That  the  last  session  of  the  Convention  devoted  to  Education 
shall  be  given  for  an  address,  or  addresses,  on  Christian  Education 
by  persons  selected  by  the  Board. 

5.  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  located  in  Raleigh. 

D.     Committee  of  Social  Service. 

1.  Not  more  than  10  minutes  shall  be  given  for  the  distribution 
of  the  report,  which  report  shall  contain  full  information  of  all  work 
done  by  the  committee,  together  with  recommendations. 

2.  All  reports  relating  to  Social  Service  shall  be  made  to  the  Con- 
vention through  this  committee. 

3.  Twenty  minutes  shall  be  given  to  present  special  matters  of  the 
report  by  some  one  selected  by  the  committee. 

4.  One  hour  shall  be  given  to  the  consideration  of  the  Orphanage. 

5.  Thirty  minutes  shall  be  given  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Old  Minis- 
ters' Relief  Board,  to  present  matters  of  special  interest  connected 
with  that  Board. 

GENERAL. 

1.  The  secretaries  and  committee  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the 
Convention,  as  the  Convention  may  see  fit.  m   ^    g^RRETT

J.  J.  Hurt  presented  the  following  report  of  the  Board  of 
Education : 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

The  Board  of  Education,  appointed  at  your  last  session  and  located 
in  Durham,  met  in  that  city  December  18,  and  organized  by  electing 
John  Jeter  Hurt  president,  C.  W.  Mitchell  vice  president,  A.  L. 
Phipps  recording  secretary,  and  R.  H.  Riggsbee  auditor.  An  execu- 
tive committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  J.  J.  Hurt,  Howard  A. 
Foushee,  A.  L.  Phipps,  and  the  presidents  of  Wake  Forest  and  Mere- 
dith colleges. 

After  general  and  informal  discussion  as  to  plans,  a  committee, 
consisting  of  C.  W.  Mitchell,  C.  L.  Greaves,  H.  A.  Foushee,  W.  N. 
Jones  and  J.  J.  Hurt,  was  apopinted  to  nominate  a  corresponding 
secretary  who  should  give  his  whole  time  to  the  work.  This  com- 
mittee was  instructed  to  report  at  a  meeting  to  be  called  by  the 
president  as  soon  as  it  was  ready  to  make  a  report.  Meanwhile,  W. 
R.  Cullom  and  E.  W.  Sikes  were  requested  to  perform  the  functions 
of  this  office,  so  far  as  their  college  duties  would  permit,  until  a 
regular  secretary  could  be  secured.  This  service  was  cheerfully  un- 
dertaken by  these  brethren,  and  the  work  was  vigorously  prosecuted 
by  them  for  six  months. 

The  board  met  again  in  Durham,  at  the  call  of  the  president,  Jan- 
uary 22,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  special  committee  elected 
R.  T.  Vann  to  the  office  of  corresponding  secretary.  At  a  succeeding 
meeting,  held  June  8,  the  brother  elected  formally  accepted  the  posi- 
tion and  stated  that  he  had  already  entered  upon  the  work  of  the 
Board.  Thus  was  begun  a  movement  upon  which,  in  the  judgment 
of  many  of  our  wisest  leaders,  so  much  depends  for  the  future  of 
North  Carolina  Baptists. 

THE   GUIDANCE  OF   GOD. 

In  submitting  this  our  first  annual  report  to  the  Convention,  we 
beg  to  say  that  the  year's  experience  has  deepened  our  conviction 
that  in  projecting  such  an  enterprise  the  Convention  was  led  by  the 
same  Divine  Spirit  who  has  guided  His  people  in  all  the  ages  past. 
And  it  is  fitting  that  we  record  our  gratitude  to  God  for  that  He 
has  made  choice  of  us  to  lead  in  this  far-sweeping  movement  for 
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Christian  education,  even  as  He  appointed  us  to  lead  the  other  de- 
nominations of  the  State  in  the  first  organized  missionary  efforts 
and  in  the  first  practical  movement  looking  towards  the  care  of  the 
fatherless  ones.  It  may  be  added  that  the  influence  of  the  same 
Spirit  who  prompted  a  few  Baptists  sitting  in  convention  to  begin 
the  work  has  manifested  itself  in  the  almost  universal  indorsement 
of  it  by  the  great  Baptist  host  of  the  State. 

WORK    OF    THE    SECRETARY. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  began  his  new  work  on  June  1;  but 
at  his  own  request,  Dr.  Cullom,  Secretary  of  the  old  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, was  permitted  to  continue  collecting  funds  until  July  1,  in 
order  both  to  even  up  his  accounts  and  to  complete  his  fourteen 
years  of  service  as  secretary  of  that  board. 

In  his  few  months  of  service,  as  the  Corresponding  Secretary  has 
observed  conditions,  both  general  and  educational,  in  the  State,  and 
has  heard  the  expressions  of  school  men  and  others,  he  has  felt, 
with  serious  concern,  that  we  undertook  this  great  business  none 
too  soon.  While  circumstances  may  have  justified  us  as  a  denomina- 
tion in  delaying  this  beginning  so  long,  our  denominational  life  has 
undoubtedly  suffered  materially  from  the  delay.  And  with  equal 
certainty  it  may  be  asserted  that  further  delay  would  have  been 
attended  by  still  more  hurtful  consequences. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  has  devoted  himself  to  the  task  be- 
fore him  with  such  powers  as  he  could  command.  He  has  presented 
the  work  of  the  board  in  person  before  twenty  churches,  eighteen 
associations,  and  one  union  meeting.  In  seeking  to  correct  and  im- 
prove conditions  as  he  found  them,  the  burden  of  his  addresses  so 
far  has  been  the  need  of  training  for  any  kind  of  service  as  revealed 
in  the  Bible  and  manifested  in  the  course  of  providence;  and  also 
the  particular  need  of  religious  training  for  all  Christians  for  the 
service  whereunto  we  have  been  called.  The  reception  accorded  him 
has  been  cordial,  and  the  people  have  heard  his  message  with  pa- 
tience and,  so  far  as  he  could  observe,  with  interest.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  most  of  our  active  pastors  and  churches  had  already 
laid  out  their  work  for  the  year  when  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
entered  the  field,  we  could  hardly  have  hoped  as  yet  for  any  large 
increase  of  contributions  from  the  churches.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  percentage  of  increase  over  the  acknowledgments  of  last  year 
was  a  little  more  than  forty-five.  The  churches  and  associations 
visited,  however,  were  requested  to  set  their  goals  for  next  year  at 
three  times  the  amounts  given  during  the  past  year;  and  it  is  grati- 
fying to  be  able  to  report  that  with  very  few  exceptions  all  agreed  by 
resolutions  to  attempt  that  much,  and  a  number  undertook  a  still 
larger  percentage. 

SCHOOLS  IN   OUR  SYSTEM. 

The  schools  that  reported  at  your  last  session  in  Raleigh  have 
been  recognized  by  our  board  as  members  of  the  Convention's  sys- 
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tern.  They  are  as  follows:  Mountain  Schools — Fruitland  Institute, 
Haywood  Institute,  Mars  Hill  College,  Mitchell  Collegiate  Institute, 
Mountain  View  School,  Round  Hill  Academy,  Sylva  Collegiate  Insti- 
tute, Yancey  Collegiate  Institute.  Other  Academies — Boiling  Springs 
School,  Dell  School,  Liberty-Piedmont  Institute,  South  Fork  Insti- 
tute, Wingate  High  School,  Winterville  High  School.  Colleges — 
Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Chowan. 

These  institutions  have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  recog- 
nition given  them  and  their  purpose  to  cooperate  in  promoting  the 
educational  policy  of  the  Convention. 

The  high  schools  reported  last  year  an  enrollment  of  2,619,  and  a 
property  valuation  of  $324,700.  The  colleges  reported  an  enrollment 
of  951,  and  a  property  valuation  of  $1,174,280.  The  statistics  for  the 
present  year  appear  in  a  tabulated  form  on  page  .  .  of  the  Minutes. 
In  comparing  these  statistics  with  those  furnished  last  year,  it  will 
be  observed  that  the  enrollment  reported  this  year  covers  only  the 
matriculations  to  date  in  the  present  session,  whereas  those  in  last 
year's  table  covered  the  entire  session.  The  funds  collected  during 
the  year  by  the  high  schools  outside  of  fees  amounted  to  $8,234,  and 
by  the  colleges  to  $13,796.65.  But  these  figures  are  imperfect,  be- 
cause in  some  cases  the  school  principals  reported  certain  buildings 
or  improvements  added  without  giving  their  value,  and  in  the  case 
of  the  colleges  the  $1,000  reported  for  Chowan  is  an  estimate  of  the 
president,  he  having  been  unable  to  secure  the  exact  figures  from  his 
field  secretary.  No  report  came  from  one  of  the  high  schools,  no 
doubt  on  account  of  a  change  in  principals,  the  new  principal  fail- 
ing to  receive  the  letter  of  inquiry  which  was  addressed  to  the  old 
one. 

All  the  high  schools  save  three  report  an  increased  enrollment 
for  the  fall  semester,  and  of  these  three  one  reported  that  its  loss 
was  due  to  a  separation  of  the  State's  high  school  students  from  its 
own.  In  the  case  of  the  colleges,  Chowan  gained  fifteen,  Meredith 
twenty-one,  and  Wake  Forest  twenty-three  over  their  enrollment  to 
date  last  year. 

MINISTERIAL    STUDENTS. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  enlarging  its  educational  program, 
the  Convention  by  no  means  meant  to  minimize  the  importance  of 
ministerial  education.  According  to  the  understanding  of  your 
Board,  this  phase  of  our  work,  so  long  recognized  as  essential  to  our 
denominational  progress,  was  to  be  pressed  with  no  less  vigor  be- 
cause of  the  larger  campaign  for  general  education.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  new  Board  has  prosecuted  this  part  of  its  work  under  the 
same  general  policy  as  was  pursued  by  the  old  one. 

The  total  number  of  young  men  at  Wake  Forest  this  fall  pre- 
paring for  the  ministry  is  eighty-three.  Of  this  number,  seventy- 
one  are  receiving  aid  from  our  Board.  It  may  not  be  generally 
known  among  our  people  who  contribute  to  this  object  that  all  who 
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apply  for  assistance  must  not  only  present  credentials  from  their 
home  churches  attesting  their  character  and  the  conviction  that  they 
have  been  called  of  God  to  the  ministry,  but  after  reaching  the  col- 
lege they  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  a  committee 
of  the  Board  as  to  their  conversion,  call  to  the  ministry,  and  doc- 
trinal views.  At  this  special  examination  last  fall,  the  editor  of  the 
Recorder  and  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Convention  met 
by  invitation  with  the  regular  committee,  and  after  the  examination 
they  remarked  on  the  fine  impression  made  on  them  by  the  young 
ministers. 

THE    SEMINARY    AND   TRAINING    SCHOOL. 

To  the  list  of  schools  given  above  should  be  added  our  Theological 
Seminary  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Training  School  at 
Louisville — the  former  for  ministers  and  the  latter  principally  for 
the  training  of  women  who  are  preparing  for  mission  work,  but 
open  also  to  any  women  who  wish  to  take  the  courses  of  instruction 
offered  there.  These  courses  are  part  of  the  regular  instruction 
given  to  the  ministers,  and  are  invaluable  for  the  training  of  our 
women  for  the  constantly  enlarging  service  that  they  are  undertak- 
ing. 

Since,  in  common  with  all  Southern  Baptists,  we  own  and  control 
these  institutions,  and  since  they  depend  on  us  in  part  for  their 
support,  we  have  included  them  in  our  system  of  schools.  Their 
statistical  statements  appear  in  the  table  with  those  of  our  North 
Carolina  institutions.  The  number  of  North  Carolina  students  in 
the  seminary  this  fall  is  thirty-five,  and  of  North  Carolina  women 
in  the  training  school  is  two. 

By  instruction  of  the  Convention,  the  former  Board  of  Education 
divided  the  funds  given  for  ministerial  education  each  year  between 
the  young  men  studying  at  Wake  Forest  and  those  studying  at  the 
seminary  in  the  ratio  of  five  to  two.  And  it  will  be  assumed  that 
the  new  Board  is  to  follow  the  same  rule  unless  otherwise  instructed 
by  you.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  total  number  of  our  seminary 
students  is  just  one-half  the  number  aided  by  our  Board  at  Wake 
Forest.  But  of  this  thirty-five  at  the  seminary  only  twenty-two  are 
receiving  assistance  there.  If  the  others  do  not  need  assistance  we 
are  contributing  about  the  same  amount  per  capita  to  the  seminary 
men  as  is  given  to  the  Wake  Forest  men.  But  since  the  aid  fund  at 
the  seminary,  according  to  the  statement  of  President  Mullins,  is 
$3,500  in  debt,  it  may  be  that  the  number  of  North  Carolina  students 
who  receive  assistance  is  limited  not  by  their  need,  but  by  the  ability 
of  the  seminary  to  aid  them.  The  amount  sent  by  the  former  Board 
last  year  was  $1,496.06;  it  is  likely  to  be  a  little  larger  for  this  ses- 
sion. We  have  never  given  any  aid  to  the  women  in  the  training 
school.     The  seminary  charges  no  tuition  fees  to  any  one. 
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CONDITIONS   AND   OUTLOOK. 

As  reported  above,  our  schools  still  show  up  well  in  respect  to 
patronage;  and  from  personal  experience,  this  writer  is  prepared  to 
say  that  the  work  being  done  by  them  would  not  suffer  in  a  compari- 
son with  the  work  done  by  the  State  schools.  Indeed,  such  a  com- 
parison at  present  would  make  a  decidedly  favorable  showing  for 
the  Baptist  high  schools.  Nor  would  our  colleges  shrink  from  a 
similar  comparison  with  the  State  colleges,  whether  for  young  men 
or  young  women.  Here  again  we  have  high  testimony  from  experts 
in  favor  of  our  Baptist  colleges. 

But  two  things  must  be  kept  clearly  in  mind:  First,  our  high 
schools  have  had  to  do  their  work  under  such  serious  handicaps  that 
most  of  them  have  reached  the  point  where  they  must  receive  help 
or  they  can  no  longer  meet  the  demands  of  the  times;  with  some, 
the  alternative  is  speedy  help  or  extinction.  Of  the  fourteen  high 
schools  only  two  report  no  debt;  three  need  more  dormitories,  and 
all  need  sewerage  and  water-works,  laboratories  for  teaching  physics 
and  chemistry,  better  reference  libraries,  and  more  income  to  meet 
running  expenses.  And  in  the  last  particular  the  colleges  also  are 
heavily  handicapped. 

Second.  The  State  schools  are  being  enlarged,  better  equipped 
and  better  supported  so  rapidly  that  unless  we  make  haste  to  un- 
hamper  our  own  institutions  and  supplement  their  incomes  it  is 
hard  to  see  how  many  of  them  can  long  maintain  their  unequal  con- 
test. And  unless  our  schools  offer  something  better  than  can  be 
found  in  the  State  schools  we  cannot  reasonably  expect  our  people, 
however  loyal,  to  continue  paying  in  their  own  schools  for  what  the 
State  schools  will  offer  freely. 

FINANCIAL   STATEMENT. 

For  the  first  year  we  can  only  follow  the  simple  form  of  statement 
that  has  been  made  by  Secretary  Cullom  in  former  years.  Our 
financial  showing  for  the  past  year  is  as  follows:

PKOHLEMS   liEFOKE   THE  BOARD. 

In  initiating  so  large  a  movement  our  Board  naturally  expected 
to  encounter  many  obstacles,  and  perhaps  some  opposition  from 
within  our  own  ranks.  The  opposition  so  far  has  been  negligible; 
but  the  difficulties  are  many  and  serious.     The  number  and  proper 
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location  of  high  schools  to  be  maintained,  the  grade  of  their  work 
and  the  coordination  of  their  curricula  with  those  of  our  colleges, 
the  allaying  of  local  jealousy  and  the  enlargement  of  local  views 
so  as  to  bring  communities  to  comprehend  and  support  a  State-wide 
system,  the  awakening  of  the  masses  of  our  people  to  the  meaning 
and  the  fundamental  importance  of  Christian  education  and  the 
enlistment  of  their  practical  sympathy  with  this  cause,  and  the  task 
of  bringing  immediate  financial  relief  to  some  of  our  schools — these 
are  some  of  the  difficulties  that  confront  us.  But  if  we  find,  as  we 
doubtless  shall,  that  our  progress  is  slow,  we  may  take  comfort  in 
the  thought  that  this  is  also  true  of  most  large  enterprises;  so  that 
the  rate  of  progress  is  in  inverse  ratio  to  the  greatness  of  the  move- 
ment. And  if  the  expenditure  at  first  proves  disproportionate  to  the 
income,  as  it  almost  certainly  will,  we  may  recall  the  day — some 
forty  years  ago — when  the  receipts  for  missions  in  this  State  were 
insufficient  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary.  But 
let  the  Convention  and  all  the  Baptist  brotherhood  assuredly  know 
that  whatever  the  difficulties  and  however  slow  the  progress,  your 
present  Board  are  so  sure  of  the  approval  of  God  upon  this  move- 
ment and  of  its  ultimate  success  under  His  divine  direction,  that 
they  have  no  mind  but  to  press  it  with  all  possible  vigor,  looking 
unto  Jesus,  the  author,  and,  as  they  steadfastly  believe,  the  tri- 
umphant finisher  of  the  work  committed  unto  them. 

IN   MEMORIAM. 

Since  the  creation  of  this  Board  one  year  ago  a  prince  in  the  realm 
of  religious  learning  has  fallen,  and  a  great  intellectual  light  has 
been  dimmed  by  death.  In  the  early  morning  of  November  5,  having 
wrought  a  great  work  and  fought  a  good  fight  and  finished  his  course 
with  joy,  Charles  Elisha  Taylor  was  called  up  to  his  own  coronation. 

Coming  into  our  denominational  life  as  professor  of  Latin  at  Wake 
Forest  College  in  1870,  making  a  distinguished  name  as  teacher,  and 
then  lifting  the  college  to  the  foremost  place  among  the  denomina- 
tional colleges  in  the  South  during  the  twenty-one  years  of  his  presi- 
dency, he  built  for  himself  a  monument  whose  strength  and  splendor 
outreached  the  need  or  the  power  of  human  speech;  so  that  on  that 
early  November  morning,  instead  of  dying,  he  just  began  to  live. 
This  is  not  the  time,  nor  is  there  space  here,  for  an  estimate  of  his 
worth  or  an  enumeration  of  his  achievements.  But  no  report  on 
Christian  education  at  this  time  would  be  admissible  without  the 
mention  of  his  illustrious  name,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Convention 
will  set  aside  some  hour  in  which  his  friends  and  lovers  may  open 
their  hearts  in  his  memory. 

A  LAST  WORD. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  could  not  willingly  close  this  report 
without  expressing  his  grateful  recognition  of  the  generous  coopera- 
tion and  splendid  sympathy  shown  by  our  pastors  and  the  brother- 
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hood  at  large,  so  far  as  he  has  met  them,  in  his  difficult  task  of  try- 
ing to  start  this  new  enterprise.  Pressed  as  they  were  by  the  un- 
usual conditions  surrounding  the  Mission  Board  and  the  orphanage, 
and  responding  by  great  giving  to  the  calls  of  both  of  these  objects, 
it  would  have  been  only  natural  if  they  had  made  this  an  excuse 
for  neglecting  any  other  call.  But  instead  of  this,  after  meeting  the 
emergencies  of  the  other  boards,  they  rallied  gallantly  to  our  sup- 
port and  gave  nearly  one  thousand  dollars  more  than  they  were  asked 
for  to  foster  the  youngest  child  of  the  Convention.  All  honor  to  you, 
brethren,  one  and  all.  You  did  your  work  under  the  inspiration  of 
Him  "whose  you  are  and  whom  you  serve."  With  such  comrades 
and  such  a  Leader,  whatever  the  difficulties  ahead,  we  shall  go  for- 
ward unafraid.

For  sixty-five  years  Oxford  College  has  maintained  high 
ideals  of  scholarship  and  of  character  training  of  girls,  and  whereas 
during  this  long  period  it  has  sent  out  hundreds  of  girls  prepared 
in  mind  and  in  heart  to  be  homemakers  and  leaders  in  every  good 
word  and  work: 

Therefore,  resolved.  That  this  Convention  extend  to  President 
Hobgood,  for  thirty-five  years  in  charge,  our  sympathy  and  hearty 
good  wishes. 

On  motion  of  T.  J.  Taylor,  a  free-will  offering  was  taken 
for  F.  M.  Jordan  amounting  to  $24.48. 

A  motion  by  J.  S.  Snyder  that  the  Secretary  secure  a  cut 
and  brief  biography  of  Chas.  E.  Taylor  and  insert  them  in 
the  Annual  was  passed. 

C.  C.  Smith  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were 
;i(l"pted: 

Resolved.  First.  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  tendered 
to  the  entertaining  church,  its  pastor,  all  of  the  Baptist  churches 
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and  pastors  of  the  city,  and  the  many  friends  for  their  very  kind 
hospitality,  and  for  the  many  courtesies  shown  this  Convention  and 
its  members. 

Second.  That  we  express  our  appreciation  to  the  local  and  other 
daily  papers  of  the  State  for  their  full  and  splendid  reports  of  the 
proceedings  of  this  Convention;  and 

Third.  That  we  heartily  approve  the  Harvard  plan  of  entertain- 
ment, and  that  we  commend  the  action  of  the  Charlotte  committee 
in  bringing  the  Convention  to  this  plan. 

The  secretary  read  the  report  of  the  committee  to  nomi- 
nate members  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  it  was  adopted. 
(See  list  of  Boards.) 

A  motion  prevailed  to  complete  the  work  of  this  session 
before  adjournment  tonight. 

In  the  memorial  service  which  followed,  W.  L.  Poteat, 
W.  G.  Barrett,  I.  K  Loftin,  W.  A.  Smith,  J.  A.  Oates  and 
others  spoke  of  Chas.  E.  Taylor ;  M.  L.  Kesler  spoke  of  Noah 
Biggs  and  R.  M.  Johnson;  F.  P.  Hobgood  spoke  of  P.  H. 
Fountain;  Livingston  Johnson  spoke  of  Miss  Fannie  E.  S. 
Heck. 

On  motion  of  B.  Cade  the  secretaries  were  authorized  to 
make  the  necessary  changes  in  the  constitution  consequent 
upon  the  passage  of  the  Simpler  Plan. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  send  a  message  to  J.  1).  Huf- 
ham,  expressing  the  esteem  of  this  body. 

On  motion  of  C.  W.  Blanchard,  the  Convention  adjourned 
sine  die,  after  singing  "Blest  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds"  and 
the  benediction  by  T.  J.  Taylor.

MINUTES  OF  THE  PASTORS'  CONFERENCE 

DECEMBER  6,  7,  1915 


The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Pastors'  Conference  met  in  its  ninth 
annual  session  in  the  auditorium  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Charlotte,  December  6,  at  7:30  p.  m.,  with  President  W.  R.  Cullom  in 
the  chair.  "Blessed  Assurance"  was  sung  and  the  President  led  in 
prayer.  After  singing  "Jesus,  Saviour,  Pilot  Me,"  the  Chair  stated 
that  there  was  a  feeling  strong  and  deep  that  the  approaching  Con- 
vention would  mark  an  important  epoch  in  the  history  of  North  Caro- 
lina Baptists,  and  called  on  W.  H.  Reddish  to  read  Editor  Moore's 
editorial  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Recorder,  on  "A  Call  to  Prayer." 
Matthew  7:7-12  was  read  and  commented  on  by  President  Cullom, 
after  which  W.  T.  Baucom  led  in  prayer.  The  choir  rendered  a 
special  selection,  "Onward,  Christian  Soldiers." 

Bruce  Benton  was  then  presented,  who  preached  the  introductory 
sermon  on  the  theme,  "God's  Plan  for  the  Redemption  of  the  World," 
text:  "Ask  of  Me  and  I  will  give  thee  the  heathen  for  thine  inherit- 
ance, and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  thy  possession." 
Ps.  2:8.     T.  J.  Taylor  followed  the  sermon  with  a  prayer. 

B.  V.  Ferguson,  R.  H.  Herring  and  W.  L.  Griggs  were  appointed  a 
Committee  on  Nominations. 

After  announcements  and  the  singing  of  "How  Firm  a  Founda- 
tion," the  Conference  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Bruce  Benton. 

A  meeting  of  the  Baptist  Ministers'  Assurance  and  Benevolent 
Association  of  North  Carolina,  organized  three  years  ago,  was  then 
held,  and  the  following  officers  were  elected:  M.  A.  Adams,  Presi- 
dent; E.  C.  Andrews,  Vice-President;  T.  H.  King,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.

Scripture  texts  were  quoted  by  a  great  number  of 
brethren,  after  which  I.  W.  Thomas  led  in  prayer,  followed  by  "My 
Jesus,  I  Love  Thee." 

Special  prayer  was  offered  by  R.  A.  McFarland  in  behalf  of  Bro. 
J.  L.  Rogers,  who  is  sick,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Gwaltney  and  F.  M.  Jordan, 
and  by  J.  F.  Love  in  behalf  of  the  warring  nations  of  Europe,  that 
peace  may  be  speedily  restored. 

W.  R.  L.  Smith  then  spoke  on  "The  Preacher  Maintaining  His  In- 
tellectual Life." 

"The  Pastor's  Heart  Life"  was  the  theme  of  G.  T.  Lumpkin's  ad- 
dress, after  which  "I  Am  Pressing  on  the  Upward  Way'*  was  sung. 

A.  T.  Robertson,  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary, 
Louisville,  Ky.,  made  an  address «on  "The  Preacher  and  His  Greek 
Testament." 
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After  prayer  by  E.  T.  Carter,  Charles  Anderson  gave  the  last  ad- 
dress of  the  morning  session,  "A  Personal  Experience  in  Seeing  and 
Knowing  God,"  using  as  a  text  Ezek.  1:1,  after  which  R.  T.  Vann  led 
in  prayer. 

After  announcements,  the  Conference  adjourned,  with  prayer  by 
Hight  C.  Moore,  till  2:30  p.  m. 

TUESDAY— Afternoon  Session 

The  Conference  opened  by  singing  "Alas!  and  Did  My  Saviour 
Bleed,"  and  "My  Hope  is  Built  on  Nothing  Less,"  and  prayer  by 
C.  E.  Stevens.     Testimonies  were  given  by  I.  W.  Thomas,  J.  F.  Love, 

G.  J.  Dowell  and ■  Pruett,  after  which  Walter  N.  Johnson  spoke 

on  "Baptist  Finance." 

On  motion  of  J.  T.  Riddick,  Bro.  Johnson's  address  is  to  be  pub- 
lished in  tract  form,  C.  L.  Greaves  and  J.  C.  Turner  being  appointed 
by  the  Chair  to  assist  Bro.  Riddick  in  providing  for  its  publication. 

After  a  song,  J.  G.  Blalock  spoke  on  "How  to  Secure  and  Maintain 
Purity  of  Church  Life." 

By  request  of  the  Chair,  R.  E.  Clark,  a  recent  graduate  of  Crozier 
Theological  Seminary,  introduced  Milton  G.  Evans,  of  Chester,  Pa., 
president  of  that  institution,  who  delivered  an  address  on  "The 
Value  of  the  Pastor  in  Society." 

On  motion,  a  committee  consisting  of  E.  N.  Johnson,  S.  L.  Morgan 
and  D.  P.  Harris  was  appointed  to  ask  the  Convention  to  publish  the 
proceedings  of  this  Conference  in  the  Convention  Annual. 

Jn  behalf  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  B.  V.  Ferguson  recom- 
mended that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  W.  R.  Cullom,  who  has  served 
as  President  of  the  Conference  since  its  beginning,  positively  re- 
fused to  stand  for  reelection,  J.  C.  Turner  be  elected  as  President; 
W.  R.  L.  Smith,  Vice-President;  W.  M.  Gilmore,  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer.    The  recommendations  were  adopted. 

B.  V.  Ferguson  was  requested  to  conduct  the  new  President  to  the 
platform. 

At  the  suggestion  of  G.  T.  Lumpkin,  T.  J.  Taylor  moved  that  the 
Convention  be  asked  to  instruct  its  Committee  on  Order  of  Business 
to  cooperate  with  the  Program  Committee  of  the  Conference  in  bring- 
ing President  E.  Y.  Mullins,  of  the  Louisville  Seminary,  to  the  Con- 
ference next  year  for  a  series  of  lectures. 

On  motion  of  Chas.  Anderson,  the  Conference  rose  in  a  body,  there- 
by expressing  its  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  retiring  Presi- 
dent for  the  past  nine  sessions.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  also  extended 
President  Evans  for  the  paper  he  had  just  read. 

After  singing  "Blest  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds,"  the  Conference  ad- 
journed with  prayer  by  T.  J.  Taylor.

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144  STATISTICAL  SUMMARY 

Statistical  Summary 


The  average  reader  has  not  the  time  to  study  statistical  tables  in 
detail.  I  venture  here  to  summarize  the  facts  of  the  preceding  pages 
as  nearly  as  I  can  in  a  short  space. 

In  closing  this  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Statistical  Secretary,  I 
wish  again  to  thank  the  clerks  and  pastors  for  their  co-operation: 
I  have  used  such  information  as  was  furnished  by  associational 
clerks.  Many  of  these  reports  came  in  during  the  last  days  of  No- 
vember, rendering  completeness  impossible.  I  failed  to  get  reports 
from  the  clerks  of  the  Liberty-Ducktown,  South  Mt.,  and  South  River. 
This  is  the  nearest  to  an  up-to-date  report  made  by  North  Carolina 
Baptists.  I  used  1914  data  for  these  three  Associations  as  well 
as  for  67  churches  in  other  Associations. 

More  than  300  churches  made  no  report,  or  incomplete  reports, 
to  their  Associations.  To  each  of  these  we  tried  to  send  an  appeal 
for  a  report  on  a  stamped  post  card.     We  received  146  replies. 

These  facts  are  taken  from  associational  reports.  These  close  at 
dates  from  May  to  November,  while  the  Convention  year  closes 
November  23rd.  Surely,  then,  no  one  would  expect  the  amounts  re- 
ported in  the  statistical  tables  to  be  the  same  as  in  Treasurer  Dur- 
ham's annual  report. 

CHURCHES  AND  MEMBERSHIP. 

There  are  on  the  rolls  of  the  64  Associations  2,136  churches.  By 
using  data  for  1914  from  three  Associations  named  above  and  from 
67  churches  in  other  Associations  we  report  a  membership  of  268,- 
088.  There  are  19  other  churches  carried  on  associational  rolls  that 
have  not  reported  membership  in  from  two  to  six  years.  These  possi- 
bly have  a  membership  of  1,000.  The  reported  gain  in  membership 
is  11,489,  and  in  number  of  churches  43. 

BAPTISMS. 

By  the  grace  of  the  Lord  and  the  work  of  the  brotherhood  we  have 
broken  all  records  in  baptisms.  This  year  we  have  had  17,903. 
This  is  a  gain  of  3,187  over  last  year  and  4,639  over  1913.  But  there 
is  a  sad  side,  too.  There  are  573  churches  reporting  no  baptisms 
this  year.  If  they  had  equalled  the  average  church  named  above, 
we  would  have  had  24,000  baptisms  this  year. 

CONTRIBUTING  AND  NON-CONTRIBUTING  CHURCHES. 

It  is  well  to  consider  "liabilities"  as  well  as  "assets."  Many 
churches  are  doing  nothing  for  the  several  objects.  These  are 
"liabilities"  of  the  denomination  until  we  induce  them  to  co-operate 
with  the  other  churches  in  the  larger  affairs  of  the  Kingdom.  When 
studying  the  non-contributing  churches,  remember  I  have  included 
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therein  the  67  churches  whose  1914  membership  was  used  and  the 
19  churches  for  which  there  is  no  data.  It  would  be  fair  to  add 
about  60  to  each  first  group  and  subtract  the  same  from  the  last. 

Below  we  give  the  number  of  churches  that  gave  to  the  several 
Convention  objects  and  those  that  did  not.  The  first  number  is 
churches  contributing  to  the  several  objects,  and  the  last  those  re- 
porting no  contributions:  To  some  Convention  object,  1,819—307;  to 
State  Missions,  1,622—514;  to  Home  Missions,  1,511—625;  to  Foreign 
Missions,  1,524—612;  to  Sunday  School  Missions,  549—1,587;  to  Or- 
phanage, 1,599—537;  to  Christian  Education,  774—1,362;  to  Minis- 
terial Relief,  877—1,259. 

CONTRIBUTIONS    TO    CONVENTION    OBJECTS. 

The  amount  reported  for  Convention  objects  is  as  follows:  State 
Missions,  $50,214.44;  Home  Missions,  $31,341.96;  Foreign  Missions, 
$49,542.26;  Sunday  School  Missions,  $3,040.17;  Orphanage,  $54,550.47; 
Christian  Education,  $15,018.34;  Ministerial  Relief,  $4,488.30;  Total, 
$208,195.94.  This  is  an  aggregate  gain  of  $13,536.26.  In  Sunday 
School  Missions  many  churches  report  "Missions  in  the  Sunday 
School"  for  "Sunday  School  Missions."  In  this  way  $1,128.12  was  re- 
ported for  Sunday  School  Missions  that  came  into  Treasurer  Dur- 
ham's hands  for  the  other  Mission  objects.

There  are  now  1,212  societies  actively  engaged  in  Mission  work, 
this  number  including  Woman's  Missionary  Societies,  Young 
Woman's  Auxiliaries,  Sunbeam  Bands,  Royal  Ambassador  Chapters, 
the  Girls'  Auxiliaries.  These  are  in  52  Associations,  and  in  48  of 
these  we  have  superintendents  to  advance  and  direct  the  work.  West 
Chowan  leads  in  number  of  societies,  104  being  the  present  enroll- 
ment.

The  contributions  for  1914-1915  amounted  to  $42,548.86,  to  regular 
objects,  which,  together  with  $6,273.67  to  Judson  Centennial  and 
Home  Church  Building  Fund,  makes-  a  grand  total  of  $48,832.53.

SUNDAY    SCHOOLS. 

There  has  been  unprecedented  growth  during  the  past  year.  The 
total  enrollment  is  now  214,972,  which  means  a  gain  of  13,785.  Of 
the  122  branch  or  mission  schools,  we  do  not  get  the  enrollment  in 
50  of  them.  It  is  a  safe  approximation  to  say  there  are  now  220,000 
people  enrolled  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  During  the  year  there  has 
been  a  net  gain  of  68  schools,  and  over  60  of  these  were  organized 
through  the  office  of  the  Sunday  School  Secretary.  The  territory 
is  more  nearly  covered  than  ever  before.  There  are  at  last  50  or 
60  churches  without  Sunday  Schools  that  ought  to  maintain  them. 
Then  there  are  still  some  mission  points  to  be  reached.  In  Teacher 
Training  there  are  now  3,197  Diplomas,  330  Red  Seals,  and  101  Blue 
Seals.  A  year  ago  we  had  only  102  Organized  Classes,  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  3,020  registered  in  the  "Convention  Adult  Bible  Class  De- 
partment."    Now  we  have  435  classes,  with  an  enrollment  of  13,881. 
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In  694  churches  the  Sunday  School  enrollment  is  larger  than  the 
church  membership,  and  this  is  true  in  six  Associations. 

COLLEGES  AND  SCHOOLS. 

We  now  have  three  colleges  and  fourteen  secondary  schools  owned 
and  controlled  by  the  denomination.  "We  cooperate  with  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Theological  Seminary  and  the  Woman's  Training  School 
at  Louisville,  Ky.  The  property  of  these  institutions,  including  en- 
dowment, is  valued  at  $3,135,765;  of  this  amount  $1,504,765  is  in- 
vested in  North  Carolina  institutions.  Last  year  there  were  196 
officers  and  teachers  and  3,600  pupils  in  these  institutions.  In  all 
these  institutions  studies  in  the  Bible,  in  Doctrine,  in  Sunday  School 
Pedagogy,  and  Missions  are  urged  upon  all  the  student  body. 

Besides  these  18  institutions  there  are  6  others  under  private 
control  and  considered  Baptist  schools.  They  are  worth  over 
$150,000,  and  have  at  least  45  teachers  and  1,000  pupils.

In  revising  this  list  we  have  used  minutes  and  written  reports 
from  59  Associations.  In  the  other  five  we  have  used  1914  data  as 
far  as  we  could.  The  list  is  still  incomplete.  You  will  find  a 
few  names  without  postoffice.  The  clerks  failed  to  give  this.  Many- 
pastors  have  changed  their  postoffices  since  the  meetings  of  their 
Associations.     We  had  no  way  to  secure  these  changes. 

The  following  changes  have  been  made  this  year:  Added  192  new 
names,  changed  185  postoffices,  with  225  other  changes.  This  last 
includes  removals  from  State,  deaths,  failure  to  insert  names  in 
associational  reports,  etc.,  etc. 

Of  course,  there  are  errors  now,  but  we  have  tried  faithfully  to 
make  the  list  correct.  Any  information  leading  to  accuracy  will  be 
appreciated.  If  a  minister's  name  fails  to  appear  I  shall  be  glad  to 
insert  it  if  information  is  given.  If  any  one  is  enrolled  who  ought 
not  to  be,  let  some  one  give  this  information  also.
